The Newton Taxpayers’ Asso- 
ciation with the assistance of 
Representative Howard Whit- 
more, has filed a bill allowing 
cities and towns which have in- 
stalled parking meters to use the 
meter revenue for the purchase 
and care of off-street parking 
areas where such lots are in a 
business zone and are adjacent 
to a parking meter installation. 

Citing the need for additional 
off-street parking areas in the 
shopping centers of Newton, 
Lorenz F. Muther, Jr., Executive 
Secretary, said the directors of 
the Association did not believe 
the general taxpayer alone should 
support the entire cost of this 
construction and maintenance. 

We have made a beginning in 
Newton Corner, West Newton 
and Newtonville, Muther said, 
but Newton Corner, Newton Cen- 
tre and Newton Highlands arc 
plagued by inadequate parking 
space which leads to slow traffic, 
diagonal parking and the actual 
avoidance of these areas by the 
shopping motorist at certain 
times of the day. 

The alternative to having the 
auto driver, the user, pay some 
of the necessary charges is to 
assess the abutting stores, or 
other businesses in the district 
for the cost of the off-street park- 
ing areas, to charge the general 
taxpayer, or to split the charges 
in some equitable fashion, Mu- 
ther said. 

Most of the land which would 
be desirable for off-street park- 
ing areas is expensive, contin- 
ued Muther, so since it will be up 
to the city sooner or later to find 
the remedy, it would seem to be 
only right and proper to make 
some provisions to help the city 
finance this inevitable cost.

THE LAW CONTAINS careful provisions for the protec- 
tion of the persons and property of those who are unable to take 
care of themselves, but these are quite technical in form and n° 
action should be taken without competent legal advice. If the 
terms of the statute are not exactly followed then the whole 
proceeding may well be void as contrary to the rights of th«? 
individual. 

A guardian is a person ap- 
pointed by the court to handle 
the affairs of his ward and ac- 
quires no title to the property 
but only a power to manage it. 
Guardians are appointed when 
necessary over minors, insane 
persons or spendthrifts. 

The parent has a natural right 
to be appointed guardian of his 
minor child and will be appointed 
when necessary to protect the 
property of the child, unless in 
some extraordinary case where 
the court finds that the parents 
are unfit. In the ordinary case it 
is quite unnecessary to have a 
legal guardian for a minor as 
other arrangements can usually 
be made to take care of what 
money or other property he has, 
but if the minor has an interest 
in real estate or as legatee under 
some will it may be necessary. 

Where a person becomes Insane 
it Is obvious that some person 
must be appointed to protect him 
and his property and this may be 
done on application to the Pro- 
bate Court and proper evidence 
of his incapacity and notice as 
required* by law. and this is done 
usually only after he has Been 
duly committed as an insane 
person. 

Another kind of guardian is the 
guardian ad litem, who is ap- 
pointed solely to represent his 
ward in specific litigation in 
court, as in the case of a minor 
or even of future and unascer- 
tained interests under a will. ! 
Guardians ad litem are most com- 
monly appointed to examine the ; 
accounts of trustees filed in the I 
Probate Court and protect the 
rights of beneficiaries who arc 
not otherwise represented, and

To Th« Toddlers’ Taste 

Every baby enjoys eating, and he will continue as long as 
he is happy and too much isn’t expected of him for his age. If 
his pleasure in eating is encouraged, he will learn to like a va- 
riety of foods. 

Parents want their children to grow up strong and healthy; 
they follow recommendations rigidly In planning the child’s meals; 
and when a toddler dawdles or refuses to eat, too often only 
psychological factors are given consideration, while the food Itself 
may be responsible.. You can help your child in many ways. Read 
over, and study the following points. 

Is the food too hot or too cold? The child’s mouth and throat 
are much more sensitive than adults’. Lukewarm foods are wel- 
come and even milk and desserts are preferred at room tempera- 
ture. Ice cream may be the exception. 

Is tt strong flavored? Sense of smell and taste are very acute 
and mild flavors and odors are preferred. A minimum of season- 
ing and sugar is best. 

Ik It a mixture? A child likes plain foods v $hat he can see 
dearly and he may tend to “pick at" mixed foods. Even his fa- 
vorite food may be refused if It is combined with sftuce or another 
food. , -i 

Is It sticky, dry, tough or stringy? Puddings thinned with 
extra milk so they are smooth and creamy, are preferred to thick- 
er mixtures. Mashed potatoes harden as they cool— extra milk 
will preserve the fluffinesa children like. Cooked * greens are less 
stringy when coarsely chopped. Cooked cereal that Is not thick 
Is often preferred to dry cereal/ 

Is It In “bite sized” pieces? Cutting food is a hard task for 
small hands and a child may refuse a food beacuse he can’t 
manage It. Solid foods should be offered in bite sized pieces, or 
pieces than can be picked up in the fingers, such as strips of 
toast, carrot sticks or wedges of raw apple. 

Is he allowed to enjoy the food in his own way? Toddlers 
like to touch and smell and get acquainted with Food slowly, so 
etiquette is out for little folk. Learning to like the food is the 
important point; manners can wait. This may be messy but it 
helps to increase interest In the food. As the child grows, he will 
learn from watching others how to be neat at mealtime. 

Is the child tired? Eating is a hard job for little folks. A 
short rest period before his regular mealtime will put him in the 
right frame of mind to set about the task. If the child, who ap- 
pears well and not overtired refuses a meal, his plate should be 
removed calmly after about a half an hour, and only water given 
until the next meal. 

Is he hungry? — or has he had. candy, or a cookie an hour or 
so ago to take the edge off his appetite? 

Is he comfortable? Chair and table should be of right height, 
feet squarely on the floor or foot rest; a spoon that is the right 
size for hand and mouth; dishes that don’t spill easily; and milk 
in a small squat glass that he dan mahage easily— it can be re- 
filled during the meal, for tali glasses are heavy and awkward.

year and their pledges are slow 
In being returned; the rest rep- 
resent the few homes In which 
no one responded to the can- 
vasser's ring yesterday after- 
noon.” 

The United Canvass Commit- 
tee consisting of Lucius E. 
Thaypr and William V. M. Faw- 
cett, co-chairmen, Edmund S. 
Whitten, publicity; Jess D. Tray- 
lor and Rev. Richard P. McClIn- 
tock, executives, have been at 
work since last May in prepara- 
tion for "Say YES to your 
Faith” day and is gratified by 
the splendid response. High- 
lights of the campaign were 
laymen's sermons in 17 of the 
participating churches on Sun- 
day, November 14th and a din- 
ner and rally attended by the 
canvassers at the Totem Pole, 
Norumbega Park on Monday, 
November 15th. From those two 
events and with the aid of con- 
centrated publicity, each church 
worked out the details of its 
own local campaign. 

At the Church of the Messiah, 
which reported an increase of 
10 per cent over 1947, the Rev. 
Richard P. McClintock spoke in 
the morning sermon entitled, 
"Song of the Offerings" and 
based on Psalm 20, "The Lord 
hear thee in the day of trouble 

. . Send thee help from the 
sanctuary . . . remember all thy 
offerings." He said in part: 

"Some folks would shudder if 
they sensed the real truth be- 
tween the lines of this song of 
the Offerings. Chances are those 
to whom it is a threat have 
never thought that there might 
be any connection between their 
part in the regular support of 
God’s visible work on earth and 
their own need of God’s help in 
the day of trouble. ‘The Lord 
hear thee in the day of trouble, 
remember all thy offerings’ is 
just an anciont way of saying 
that you get out of God’s church 
just about what you put in^o it. 
Many hitch-hikers on God’s 
highway of promise look for all 
the blessings to be given and 
feel that their own contribution 
will never be missed. Those 
who year after year promise to 
mall their pledge card directly 
the next day and then do noth- 
ing whatever about it except to 
make the same bald statement 
the next year should wonder 
how the church continues to 
stand In the community ready 
to serve the community with 
only haphazard support from 


some and constant neglect from 
others. How can the Lord re- 
member the offerings of those 
who make no offering! 

"Our church budgets are so 
little when compared to other 
things for which we spend our 
money. The church budget is 
terribly out of line in propor- 
tion to the importance which the 
church’s work holds in the com- 
munity. The cost of the. light- 
ing plant which was installed 
on the super-cruiser DeMoines 
recently commissioned at South 
Boston would support the work 
of all our Newton Protestant 
churches ’as well as care for 
their benevolences too. And we 
well know the national picture, 
that people spend 2.5 billions 
which go up in -smoke and drink 
up another 3.2 billions worth of 
liquor, while they support their 
churches and charities at the 
didiculous little sum of .04 bil- 
lions. Just think of it, If each 
family in our church (each fam- 
ily, not individual) gave the 
equivalent of four packs of cig- 
arettes a week, our budget 
would be oversubscribed! If 
you feel money is a little tight 
because of inflation, ask your- 
self which will do the most good 
for you and your children and 
your children’s children; four 
packs of cigarettes to go up in 
smoke and temporary self-indul- 
gence, or the Christian Church 
which gives character and 
stands for the security of our 
community? 

"If you have as much money 
as you had last year, then why 
try to hang on to it? As a 
community fund speaker said 
recently, ‘Remember you can't 
take your gold with you, and if 
you could it would melt!’ As 
you sign your pledge for 1949 
remember the song of the Offer- 
ings . . . ‘remember aft thy of- 
ferings, accept thy burnt sacri- 
fices. Grant thee thy heart’s 
desire, and fulfil all thy mind’.”

holds as its first duty the pro- 
vision of care to ail In the com- 
munity who need it, regardless 
of their ability to pay. Mr. 
Powell explained, however, that 
because it is costing the hospital 
twice as much today to care for 
every patient as it did before the 
war, every patient who can afford 
it will be asked to pay a bill that 
will cover the cost of the services 
he receives. 

The new plan, which increases 
rates for ward and private-in- 
ward patients to $11.00; for semi- 
private patients to $12.00 and for 
private room patients to $13.00- 
$19.00 a day institutes as well a 
new lowered schedule of charges 
for certain special services. 
Among those reduced are many 
charges for the use of the operat- 
ing room, anesthesia and x-ray, 
etc. 

Although ward service rates, 
always provided at less than cost 
for those in lower income groups, 
have risen from $8.50 to $11.00 a 
day, every ward service patient is 
entitled to receive a $2.00 per day 
discount paid by his Community 
Chest and in addition will receive 
a further Community Chest dis- 
count if unable to pay any other 
portion of his bill.

department, general sanitation, 
and various other health matters 
would put Massachusetts even 
farther ahead in the front ranks 
of the nation as far as public 
health is concerned,” Senator 
Lee remarked after filing the 
huge report. Both the senator 
and Rep. George W. Dean of 
Oakham, vice-chairman, have 


been instrumental In obtaining 
approval of health Improvement 
legislation in the state. 

Senator Lee explained that the 
remainder of the proposed legis- 
lation calls for closer control of 
out-of-state milk, cream, slaught- 
ering, handling of shellfish meat, 
sanitary food, licensing of com- 
mon victuallers, sale of poisons, 
labeling dangerous industrial 
chemicals, and nuisance abate- 
ment. The legislation also in- 
cludes bills providing for the 
care of premature infants, pro- 
hibiting t h e employment i n 
schools of persons with communi- 
cable tuberculosis, regulating 
physical examinations of school 
children, and qualifying the train- 
ing and experience of the state 
health Commissioner.

Market Machine Made Jumbo Bag. 

A new Improved type of large paper bag similar to those 
formerly made by hand, is now being manufactured on a revolu- 
tionary new machine Just completed by Sherman Paper Products 
of Newton Upper Falls. 

The new machine will manu- 
facture flat type bags with seal- 
ed bottoms and ends, by a high- 
speed continuous pfocess, effect- 
ing substantial savings in costs. 

The chief revolutionary feature 
of the new machine will be an ac- 
cordion-pleating operation, which 
will produce bags up to 60 inches 
high, and up to 24 feet in cir- 
cumference, delivered in a folded 
form 6 inches wide. Another new 
innovation includes special meth- 
ods of sealing and cutting. The 
accordion-pleating principle will 
permit easier operating, since the 
bag can be snapped open to full 
dimension In a single operation. 

The flat-type construction will 
permit any individual bag size 
to be used for a variety of prod- 
uct shapes and sizes. Another In- 
novation of the product is an air 
vent in each corner which per- 
mits the escape of pocketed air, 
but does not affect the dust-proof 
qualities of the bag. Patent ap- 
plications are pending on various 
features of the bag, the machine, 
and the method of operation. 

The new bags will be sold ex- 
clusively through the paper job- 
bers who now distribute other 
Sherman industrial packaging 
products. The chief immediate 
use of the new bags will include 
furniture, casket and major- 
appliance industries, it is expect- 
ed, however, that the economies 
obtained through the new, high- 
speed process will open up new 
uses for these large bags for 
many other packaging and pro- 
tective purposes.

Pictures are being 
filmed showing school activities 
at all grade levels. These are in- 
valuable aids to the Guidance 
Program in preparing pupils for 
advancement to higher schools. 
A series of color slides showing 
work in the Newton evening 
schools was shown at the Fitch- 
burgh State Teachers College 
summer conference. The Newton 
technique of using pictures as 
teaching aids has, also, been pre- 
sented to Boston University 
classes in Audio-Visual education. 
The High School has pictures of 
an educational trip to the House 
of the Seven Gables in Salem, 
The Essex Institute, and the Pea- 
body Museum.

Don Evans received 
for the Newtonites on his own 15 
and lugged the pigskin to his 
own 39. An offside penalty 
against Brookline on the next 
play put the ball on the Newton 
44. Joe Wright crashed off tackle 
to the visitors’ 17 after Frank 
Tanner fumbled on his own 45 
and recovered possession again 
on his own 46. On the next play 
Joe Wright went around right 
end for paydirt. Don Evans’ boot 
for the extra point was blocked. 
Nearing the end of the first chap- 
ter Brookline fought back after 
receiving a Newton punt on the 
Garden City’s 34. Brookline’s 
Captain Tom Nagi dashed down- 
field to the Newton 9. Tommy 
Fay, who incidentally was cele- 
brating his birthday, made the 
tally after fighting his way to 
the one foot line on a delayed 
buck. The kick for the conver- 
sion after touchdown by Fay was 
good. The remainder of the first 
period and the entire second chap- 
ter both teams threatened but 
neither scored with Newton com- 
ing close as the Brookline one 
yard line. As time ran out for 
the period, Brookline led 7-6. 

The Garden City men did it in 
five plays once again as the sec- 
ond half got underway. Joe 
Wright received the Wealthy 
Towners’ kick on his own 28 and 
carried to his own 40 yard stripe.'

parish. The building became too 
small to hold the worshippers, and 
it was felt to be imperatively 
necessary to erect a new church.” 

At first it was proposed to 
build a new and larger church 
on the Hovey street site, but 
::omo of the vestry, especially Mu. 
S. Welles Holmes, believed that 
the future growth of Newton 
would be in a southeasterly di- 
rection and that increasing traffic 
on the Boston and Albany rail- 
road tracks would make the 
Hovey street location noisy and 
unpleasant. Consequently a large 
tract of land was bought extend- 
ing from Church street to Ver- 
non street along the line that is 
now Eldredge street. Because 
most of this land was low and 
swampy, it had to filled with 
"innumerable carloads of earth.” 
A plot on the southern end of 
this land was selected for the 
new church building and the 
rest was eventually sold. 

Mr. Alexander R. Esty was 
chosen to be the architect of the 
new stone church. It is interest- 
ing to know that he also designed 
Emmanuel Church in Boston. Al- 
though the vestry and congrega- 
tion originally expected to pay 
about forty thousand dollars for 
the complete structure, it was 
found whfen the work was done 
that the total cost amounted to 
one hundred and five thousand 
dollars. Nevertheless the parish- 
ioners managed in a short time 
to raise the necessary money. 

On the First Sunday in Advent, 
1873, the new church building 
was opened for divine worship, 
so that it has now served this 
parish for exactly seventy-five 
years. Thanks be to God for hav- 
ing put into minds and hearts 
of those early Grace Church 
parishioners the determination to 
build so wisely and so well. 

Following the anniversary ser- 
vice a luncheon was held for 
those who took part in the United 
Church Canvass.

Although this film is shown 
in Oregon schools, at the present 
time in Massachusetts it is be- 
ing shown to parents as one step 
in a program to stop juvenile 
delinquency at its source and to 
give our children a better chance 
for a healthful, happy adjustment 
to home-life.

Labor Accepts Responsibilities 

The two greatest labor organizations in the country, the 
American Federation of Labor and the Congress of Industrial 
Organizations, have recently held their conventions and perhaps 
the outstanding note in the ranks of labor has been the clearcut 
denunciation of Communism and the equally determined ex- 
pression of support for the foreign policy of (the United States. 

While it is difficult to judge the tenor of the meetings from 
the published accounts of what transpired, it seems to be evident 
that labor, in insisting upon the repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
has not definitely closed the door to considering any amend- 
ments that, in the words of President William Green, of the 
A. F. of L., may “be desirable.” Both conventions give evidence 
of the fact that labor leaders are cognizant of their responsibility, 
both in regard to the international policies of the United States 
and in connection with the economy of the domestic scene.

Analyzing Record Dividends • 

The newspapers are telling us of record dividends that 
American business will pay in 1948, emphasizing that not since 
1929-30 have such generous payments been made on capital 
stock as a reflection of high earnings. 

It is noted that first quarter dividends in 1948 were 16 
per cent higheT than in the same period of 1947, second quarter 
payments were 9 per cent higher and third quarter payments 
were 14 per cent above those ot last year. Present indications 
are that the fourth qurrter will be sufficient to set a new high 
record for the nation. 

In this connection, we point out that the volume of dollars 
paid out as dividends is not an accurate picture of the com- 
pensation that stockholders receive. We must not overlook the 
fact that the buying power of the dollar has been affected and 
that the buying power of dividends, like the buying power of 
individual incomes, depends upon the prices that one must pay 
for what one buys. 

We say now, in. connection with dividend distributions, it 
is not the dollar volume that counts. The total sum distributed 
by American corporations must be considered in relation to 
present economic conditions and the reduced buying power of 
the dollar. 

It is wise, we think, to call attention to the fact that an 
erroneous impression is sometimes created by the publication 
of dividend totals in dollars. Not only must we take into con- 
sideration the buying power of the dollar but we must also 
know the ratio that dividends bear to capital accounts involved 
in the operations of the corporations that pay them. This is 
vital if we are to understand the financial position of American 
corporations which play such an important part in the economic 
structure of the country. 

In calling attention to these facts, in connection with cor- 
porate earnings, we would also point out that the bookkeeping 
processes of many corporations often cloud the picture so far 
as profits are concerned. Many economic sins are committed 
in connection with inventories, depreciation and other devices 
of artful auditors.

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW 
Duties of Guaidians of Spendthrifts 
and Others 

By Arthu r W. Blake more, Attorney

A GUARDIAN MAY be appointed of a spendthrift who wastes 
his money in various ways, and the effect of this appointment is 
to deprive the spendthrift of any power to make contracts or 
Incur indebtedness of any kind except for necessaries, which 
means that he cannot make a promise to marry or hire an at- 
torney. neither a wife nor an attorney being classed as necessaries 
of life. 

Now, since the statute of 1938, 
no action for breach of promise 
to marry can be brought by any- 
one in this state, even one who 
is not under guardianship. 

It is the duty of the guardian 
ot the spendthrift to support not 
only the spendthrift but also his 
family, and this means in a man- 
ner suited to the size of his estate 
and his station in life. 

The guardian for an aged or in- 
firm person is tactfully called a 
conservator and has the same du- 
ties as the guardian of an insane 
person except that he has not the 
custody of the person of the 
ward. 

The primary duty of all guar- 
dians is to care for the ward and 
this means that he shall use the 
principal when necessary, as he 
must at all times protect the 
ward rather thari the interests 
of expectant heirs. On the other 
hand, the ward is not entitled to 
all the income of a large estate 
when it is not necessary for his 
proper support.

Unmask The Lobbyists 

Charging that special interests used tremendous financial 
resources to pay for "high-powered lobbying activities,” the Exec- 
utive Council of a prominent labor organization has called for 
a full-dress Congressional investigation into charges that more 
than $12,000,000 were spent to influence the Eightieth Congress. 

Declaring that there is evidence that powerful lobbies are 
preparing to redouble their efforts in the Eighty-First Congress, 
the labor leader suggests that the people of the country are 
entitled to the full facts concerning the "lobbying objectives, the 
Identity and Interests of individual contributors.” 

We think it is highly important for active lobbyists to be 
clearly identified. While it is perfectly proper for individuals 
and corporations to present facts to legislators, this should be 
done openly and above board, without deception. 

Organizations that operate under a high-sounding title, which 
Implies that they are disinterested and concerned only with the 
public good, should be unmasked.

The report 
further stated, he said, that the 
second major cause for the 24 to 
53 per cent increase in accident 
death rates over the summer 
rates in snow-belt states during 
the winter is caused by reduced 
visibility. 

7 To combat these hazards, be 
prepared,” the Chief urged.

An accelerated campaign Is 
necessary If substantial further 
reductions are to be made in 
the toll taken by tuberculosis 
In Massachusetts, Dr. Henry D. 
Chadwick, member of the Pro- 
gram Development Committee 
of the Massachusetts Tubercu- 
losis and Health League, and 
former State Health Commis- 
sioner, declared today. 

Appealing for generous pub- 
lic support of the current sale 
of Christmas Seals, Dr. Chad- 
wick pointed out that "ten years 
ago, in 1938, tuberculosis took 
1675 lives in Massachusetts for 
a death rate of 38.9 per hundred 
thousand persons. In 1947 1584 
lives were lost and the death 
rate was 34.5. The rate decreas- 
ed slightly more than four 
points during the decade. 

"Meanwhile, the tuberculosis 
death rate for the United States 
as a whole dropped from 48.6 
in 1938 to 33.2 in 1947, a de- 
crease of more than 15 points. 
The national rate is now' below 
the state rate. 

"Massachusetts for ’many 
years has had an outstanding 
tuberculosis program sponsored 
by official and voluntary agen- 
cies. The evidence strongly sug- 
gests, however, that if we are 
to keep pace with the rest of 
the country in the future, in- 
tensified effort is- necessary. The 
factors which have allowed tu- 
berculosis to hold its position 
must be offset through increas- 
cl effort in every phase of the 
control program— education, re- 
search, early discovery of cases, 
isolation, treatment and rehab- 
ilitation.” 

The special committee of 
which Dr. Chadwick is a mem- 
ber has been engaged for the 
past six months in a review of 
the services of the Massachu- 
setts Tuberculosis and Health 
League. The study seeks to 
determine how the voluntary 
tuberculosis movement can most 
effectively advance the state- 
wide campaign against tubercu- 
losis in the future.

Shortages Curb 
Expenditure of 
Highway Funds 

Shortages In the highway field 
have so impeded the road pro- 
gram of Massachusetts that it 
has been unable to commit to 
actual construction $21,163,000 of 
the Federal road funds still avail- 
able to it not only under the Fed- 
eral-Aid Highway Act of 1944 but 
even from extended pre-war and 
wartime Federal grants, Philip 
C. Thibodeau, general manager 
of the Automobile Legal Associa- 
tion (A.L.A.) said today. He 
cited the U. S. Public Roads Ad- 
ministration as the source of his 
figures. 

"When Congress authorized ap^ 
propriations under the Federal- 
Aid Highway Act of 1944, It ex- 
pected these grants to be spent 
by last June 30,” he declared. 
"However, as late as September 
1 our State had still not com- 
mitted to actual construction 
59.06% of the $35,836,000 of Fed- 
eral aid highway funds available 
in the post-war period from the 
1944 Act and previous Federal 
road grants. Shortages have put 
us years behind In taking up our 
post-war and even our pre-war 
and wartime Federal grants.’ 

Mr. Thibodeau asserted that 
"this inability to spend our Fed- 
eral road grants does not reflect 
in any way upon the diligence of 
our State highway officials. The 
same shortages and inflationary 
conditions that have hindered 
them have caused the Federal-aid 
program to fall far behind sched- 
ule in every state — so far behind 
that Congress has twice had to 
extend the period for the states 
to take up their 1944 Act grants. 

“While this situation is unfor- 
tunate, it is certainly not disas- 
trous,” he continued. "These 
Federal-aid grants will remain 
available, and they will be sup- 
plemented by the additional 
grants voted to us by Congress 
in the Federal-Aid Highway Act 
of 1948. 

"Furthermore, we have the ac- 
cumulation of unspent funds from 
our own State highway user 
taxes, and more money is pour- 
ing in from these taxes every 
day. We may not have much 
of a highway program now, but 
as soon as conditions permit un- 
hindered construction, we shall 
have the funds for the greatest 
road program in our history.”

Vet Community 
Problem Now

The public now is facing the 
problem of the' mentally ill vete- 
ran Intelligently and objectively, 
realizing that a psychiatric Ill- 
ness is not a stigma, but, like a 
physical disability, must be treat- 
ed and may be cured, according 
to Dr. H. I. Harris of Boston, 
psychiatrist who heads the exten- 
sive Veterans Administration 
neuropsychiatric program In 
New England. 

"The realization that the men- 
tally and emotionally ill are the 
responsibility of the community," 
Dr. Harris said, "and that an 
understanding attitude on the 
part of the community can do 
much to effect a cure, gained con- 
siderable momentum after World 
War II when thousands of vete- 
rans returned home emotionally 
disturbed. 

"The public was faced with the 
fact that the majority of vete- 
rans hospitalized in VA hospitals 
were so-called NP — or neuro- 
psychiatric — patients. The prob- 
lem of treating, curing and re- 
habilitating these mentally ill 
veterans in order that they could 
resume their rightful place In the 
community had to be faced di- 
rectly." 

Dr. Harris pointed out that of 
the 5,870 patients in New Eng- 
land VA hospitals on September 
30, 3,955 are classed as "NP" 

patients. 

‘‘On the basis of our exper- 
iences after World War I," Dr. 
Harris continued, "we have every 
reason to anticipate that the 
number of NP Veteran patients 
will increase. Now, however, with 
the backing of an understanding 
public, plus the increased skill 
and knowledge of competent 
psychiatrists, we are able to ef- 
fect more and more cures." 

In addition to its three NP 
hospitals, the VA in New Eng- 
land has outpatient mental , hy- 
giene clinics in Boston, Provi- 
dence, Hartford, and Manchester, 
New Hampshire. 

These mental hygiene clinics, 
Dr. Harris explained, comprise 
the "preventive psychiatry” 
phase of the VA’s neuropsychia- 
tric program. 

"Through our mental hygiene 
clinics," Dr. Harris said, “we 
treat the mentally ill veteran be- 
fore his emotional disturbance 
requires that he be hospitalized. 
The old adage — ‘An ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure’ 
— applies particularly to the emo- 
tionally disturbed veteran, for by

The Social Welfare 


By JOHN J. GRIFFIN 

Now that we have completed our explanation of the 
Federal Old Age and Survivors Insurance Program, we pro- 
ceed to analyxe the provisions of the Massachusetts Old Age 
Assistant Law. 

At the outset, it may^ be well 
to repeat here the basic distinc- 
tions pointed out in our first 
article. The Old Age and Sur- 
vivors’ Insurance is a federal 
insurance. Old Age Assistance is 
fundamentally a state program. 

Again, the first is insurance. 

The second is public assistance 
under the supervision of the Mas- 
sachusetts Department of Pub- 
lic Welfare. The first or insurance 
is paid directly by the U.S. Treas- 
ury Office in New York. The 
second is paid by the local Som- 
erville City Treasurer. Partici- 
j pants in the federal insurance 
i benefits receive their monthly 
; payments by -right, as a result 
‘of the contributions taken from 
their wages (or their husband’s, 
father’s or children’s wages), 

I while recipients of Old Age As- 
sistance obtain semi monthly cash 
grants because of need of funds 
derived from general national, 
state and local taxation. Old Age 
Assistance has nothing to do 
with contributions made either by 
employers or employees in Social 
Security payroll taxes.* 

Old Age Assistance 
The Massachusetts Old Age 
Assistance program went into ef- 
fect in 1931, six years before 
the Federal Social Security Act 
became operative. When it first 
went into effect the Massachu- 
setts program was financed joint- 
ly by the State and the Cities 
and Towns. The Social Security 
Act made federal participation 
possible. Almost every session of 
the Legislature has liberalized 
the program since it first became 
effective. The program presently 
operates under the provisions of 
Chapter 118A of the General 
Laws of the Commonwealth. 

In Massachusetts there is np 
Old Age Pension. The law in 
question provides simply public 
assistance. The basic qualifica- 
tions are four: 1. American citi- 
zenship; 2. Being sixty-five years 
of age or over; 3. Having been a 
resident of Massachusetts three 
years out of the past nine and 
the entire year immediately prior 
to the date of application; and 
above all; 4: Being in need of 
public support. Any person hav 
ing sufficient private resources 
or sufficient income from any 
source whatsoever is not eligible 
for Old Age Assistance. 

The first sentence in Section 
of Chapter 118A of the General 
Laws reads as follows: "Adequate 
assistance to deserving citizens 
in need of relief and support 
sixity-five years of age or over 
who shall have resided in the 
Commonwealth not less than 
three years during the nine years 
immediately ‘preceding the date 
of application for such assistance 
and who shall have resided in 
the Commonwealth continuously 
for one year immediately pre 
ceding that of application shall 
be granted under the supervision 
of the Department of Public Wel- 
fare." 

Must Be Citizen ' 

It is clear that the first quali- 
fication refers to citizenship. In 
Massachusetts in order to be 
eligible for Old Age Assistance 
I one must be an American citi- 
| zen. This contrasts with Federal 
(Old Age and Survivors’ Insur- 
ance, to obtain which one need 
not be a citizen. Moreover, sev- 


ship would seem to be very 
simple, the contrary is the truth. 
Citizenship Is either natural or 
acquired. Any person born in the 
United States is a citizen by 
nativity. The second way to citi- 
zenship is by naturalization either 
of the person, the person’s hus- 
band or the person’s parpnt, if 
the. person is a minor. The Fed- 
eral statutes pertaining to the 
loss and the acquisition of Am- 
erican citizenship by married 
women are quite complicated and 
will be treated in a special In- 
stallment. 

Although most people realize 
the significance of citizenship, 
the popularity of certain mistaken 
notions is amazing! Some people 
for example, confuse residence 
with citizenship. Not infrequent- 
ly an applicant for Old Age As- 
sistance asked about possessing 
citizenship will answer in a tone 
of indignation: "Certainly, I’ve 
lived in the country for forty 
years.” The fact is, of course, 
that a person could live in this 
country for a hundred years, 
more or less, and not be a citi- 
zen. Mere residence never con- 
stitutes American citizenship. 
Again, some people take out their 
so called: "first papers" or "dec- 
laration of intention to become 
a citizen” and never pursue the 
matter to completion. "First pa- 
pers" are only what they very 
precisely state, that Is, "a dec- 
laration of intention.” Persons 
having only such "first papers” 
are very definitely not citizens. 

An applicant for Old Age As- 
sistance must prove citizenship, 
either by a personal birth or bap- 
tismal record, by naturalization 
papers, or by a marriage certi- 
ficate and the birth or naturaliza- 
tion record of a husband, or by 
similarly substantial documenta- 
tion. 

In order to vote a person is 
supposed to be an American citi- 
zen but a mere voting record in 
itself does not constitute suffi- 
cient proof of citizenship. The 
reason for this is that registrars 
of voters do not require docu- 
mentary proof from persons who 
allege birth in this country. 

Certain foreign nationals 
change their names or the spell- 
ing of their names when they 
become naturalized. This pro- 
cedure sometimes leads to dif- 
ficulties when it comes time to 
compare naturalization and birth 
or marriage records. 

Again, naturalized citizens oc- 
casionally lose their citizenship 
pqpers. If the elementary data 
concerning time and plaoe of 
naturalization can be obtained, it 
is usually possible to obtain 
duplicate papers. 

Persons worried about citizen- 
ship or naturalization problems 
can receive counsel and help of 
great value from: the Division 
of Immigration and Americani- 
zation of the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Education, 2 Tre- 
mont place, Boston.

The Back Yard 
Gardener 

Jennie came home the other 
day and announced that she had 
made a down payment on my 
Christmas present, which made 
me realize that it's time to be 
thinking about Christmas greens. 

With Christmas greens, as with 
other things, those you make 
yourself somehow or other have 
much more significance. If you 
feel that way and decide to make 
your own Christmas decorations, 
I hope the first thing you do will 
be to get permission of the land 
owner. That will make your 
Christmas much more enjoyable. 

Once you have this permission, 
go to the spots where he suggests 
you can find material — for in- 
stance, In an area where he has 
been cutting off the wood lot. 
If he has no particular spot for 
you, be sure to get far enough 
$way from the road. Vor In- 
stance, don’t cut laurel bushes 
near the road. Leave those 
bushes to bloom next spring and 
make your springtime auto trip 
enjoyable. Remember that lau- 
rel is cut twice a year anyway, 
so cut it sparingly if at all. 

Use pruning shears, a saw, or 
a sharp knife on all greens rather 
than breaking them viciously to 
leave unsightly ends. 

Pasture juniper makes an ex- 
cellent green for Christmas dec- 
orations and it’s something which 
the farmer is glad to get rid of. 
The underside of the juniper has 
a beautiful silver sheen. Mix 
that with the dark green of fir 
and you have a beautiful combi- 
nation. 

Ground hemlock or Canadian 
yew make excellent material and 
is a weed in the forest. The red 
berries look attractive, but they 
soon drop off indoors, so don't 
plan on those. 

Running jenny or princess pine 
is not too good, since it dries 
up rapidly indoors. Hemlock is 
good if the wreath is to be used 
out of doors. Cut off one or two 
branches close to the trunk and 
you’ll have all you need. 

Pitch pine offers good material 
and is a weed tree. Red pine is 
also excellent though it’s really 
better for churches and halls 
than for the home. It makes ex- 
cellent trim around the house, 
on the window sills, and so on. 
One spray of red pine with a 
ribbon and trinket tied to it 
makes a wreath itself. 

As a matter of fact, yoq don’t 
need to go into the country to 
get enough evergreens for decor- 
ations or a wreath. You can us- 
ally get plenty of these over- 
grown evergreens In front of the 
house, but be careful, of course, 
to prune them carefully. They 
usually need it and a little care- 
ful pruning will give you enough 
material for a centerpiece or a 
wreath for the front door. 

Maybe your neighbor would 
like to have his evergreens 
pruned down so that light can 
get in through the windows. 

Well, that’s that. Gather ypur 
greens this coming week and in 
my next note I’ll try to give you 


Small Towns 
Must Help For 
A Healthy State • 

Massachusetts will be healthy 
only when the citizens of the 
smallest towns, as well as those 
of the largest cities, are healthy 
—and that situation cannot exist 
under the present public health 
organization in the state, ex- 
plains Dr. Robert E. Archibald, 
deputy commissioner and local 
health director of the Mass. Dept, 
of Public Health, in an article 
appearing today in the December 
2 Issue of the New England 
Journal of Medicine. 

"Sound public health programs 
can be best administered through, 
sound local health departments, 
covering *he entire population,” 
Dr. Archibald emphasizes, "but 
on the basis of existing facilities 
and laws such health units, com- 
posed of unions of towns, are 
not feasible in this state." 

Of the 351 communities in 
Massachusetts, 220 have popula- 
tions of less than 5000. Dr. Archi- 
bald points out that it is not 
surprising then that only 11 
towns and cities and one county 
can afford full-time medical 
health officers, which assure the 
citizens at least the basic health 
services. Under the present 
system by which each of the 351 
communities provides its health 
services individually, only 3% 
have full-time medical health of- 
ficers and 13% have full time 
lay health officers. The remain- 
ing 84% of the communitines in 
the state have either part-time 
lay health officers or part-time 
medical officers or no health 
officers. 

Dr. Archibald asserts that local 
health units .composed of towns 
with populations totaling about 
50,000 would answer, the present 
problem of providing adequate 
health facilities to ail citizens. 
Such units headed by a full-time 
medical health director chosen 
by the union board of health 
composed of representatives of 
the member towns could effec- 
tively and economically assure 
"the control of communicable 
diseases; environmental sanita- 
tion; hygiene of maternity, in- 
fancy and childhood, including 
supervision of the school child; 
public health laboratory; health 
information; and chronic disease 
control. 

"A unit serving 50,000 persons 
should have a staff consisting of 
one full-time public health physi- 
cian, one full-time sanitary en- 
gineer, one sanitary inspector, 
ten public health nurses, one of 
whom would be of supervisory 
grade, and three clerical work- 
ers,” the deputy commissioner 
says, pointing out particularly 
the tremendous lack of trained 
public health workers over the 
state except in cities.

Snow Time is 
Here - Check 
Safety Rules 

"The first flurry of snow has 
hit Metropolitan Boston . this 
year and is a pertinent reminder 
that winter months are upon us. 
To motorists it has special mean- 
ing as a reminder that unpleas- 
ant and dangerous months of 
driving are just around the 
corner.” 

Thus spoke Mr. Edgar F. Co- 
pell, President-Director of the 
Massachusetts Safety Council as 
he glanced out his office window 
and- watched the first snow 
flakes fall on slow-moving ve- 
hicles, as their drivers peered 
through windshields flaked with’ 
wet snow. 

"Each year we warn motorists 
of the hazards of winter driving 
—the need for extra caution and 
slower speeds on slippery streets. 
Each year the winter months 
show the results of these haz- 
ards— accidents and deaths due 
to skidding cars, vision obscure- 
ments, and failure of drivers to 
reduce speed to meet winter 
driving conditions 

"Excessive speed is still the big 
factor in traffic accidents. Nor- 
mal speeds are very dangerous 
when streets are wet and slip- 
pery. It takes from 3 to 12 times 
more distance to stop your car 
on snow or ice. 

"Winter months bring longer 
night hours of driving. Snow and 
ice on windshields result In re- 
duced visibility and greatly in- 
crease dangers of an accident. In 
one -out of five fatal accidents, 
the driver's vision was obscured.” 

Mr. Copell offers the following 
suggestions to motorists for safe 
winter driving: 

1. Get the "feel” of the road be- 
fore starting out. 


2. Adjust your speed to road 
and weather conditions. 

3. Slow down on wet, snowy and 
Icy roads. 

4. Use tire chains on ice and 
snow. 

5. Keep the windshield and 
windows clear of snow, Ice and 
frost. (You have to see danger to 
avoid it.) 

0. When stopping, don’t jam on 
brakes, pump th'em up and down. 

7. Follow other vehicles at a 
safe distance. 

8. Always keep this thought in 
mind — "Cai> I stop in time?”

Postwar 'Dream' 
Car Unsafe, Says 
Automobile Club 


Postwar "dream” cars with 
’ their high repair costs and un- 
safe driving features are becom- 
ing a nightmare to the American i 
automobile owner, according to 1 
Robert S. Kretschmar, secretary 
of the Boston Automobile Club. 

"Longer and wider fenders, 
built into the car in one piece, 
make every parking operation a 
bad dream,” Kretschmar says, 
"because a slight dent now means ' 
a major body repair Job. And, of 
course, wider and wider cars are 
making our already crowded city 
strets narrower and narrower. As 
for changing a tire, a man has to 
be a combination of Houdinl and 
Blackstone the Magician to get 
behind the new enclosed fenders 
and apron guards over the 
wheels. 

"Many drivers, especially wom- 
en, find the hoods so long and the 
seats so low that they can’t see 
enough of the road in front of 
them for safe driving," the Club 
secretary continues. “Such re- 
stricted vision is actually danger- 
ous in the city where children 


may run In front of the cam.” 

Changeovers in body styling 
and* design, Kretschmar adds, 
have slowed up delivery of new 
cars to impatient motorists but 
have no effect on the economy of 
operation — number one wish of 
the car owners. “Car buyers are 
justified in wondering why the 
time, money and engineering 
talent devoted to restyling 
wouldn’t have made for more 
pleasant driving If they had been 
concentrated on producing a car 
that provides safety with main 
tenance economy features and 
runs more miles to the gallon."

Twenty State 
Health Laws 
Are Proposed 

Twenty proposed health laws 
resulting from a year’s study by 
the Special Commission on Public 
Health were filed last Wednesday 
morning with the House of Rep- 
resentatives by Senator Richard 
H. Lee of Newton, commission 
chairman. 

“Passage of these bills affect- 
ing maternal and child health, 
preventable diseases, local health 
departments, general sanitation, 
and various other health matters 
would put Massachusetts even 
farther ahead in the front ranks 
of the nation as far as public 
health is concerned,” Senator Lee 
remarked after filing the huge 
report. Both the senator and 
Rep. George W. Dean of Oakham, 
vice-chairman, have been instru- 
mental in obtaining approval of 
health improvement legislation 
in the state. 

Set up by the legislature in 
1947, the Special Commission on 
Public Health is the third such 
group to study health matters in 
the Commonwealth in the last 
100 years. Lemuel Shattuck, 
who was recently honored as 
America’s outstanding public 
health pioneer at the American 
Public • Health Association con- 
vention in Boston, made the first' 
survey of the state and published 
his now famous report in 1850, 
larging the establishment of the 
first state health department. 
Not until 1936 was the second 
study of health conditions made 
by a recess commission of the 
legislature. Rapid changes In 
health practices and social con- 
ditions in recent years prompted 
the legislature in 1947 to request 
another complete study by the 
Special Commission, composed 
of both legislators and public 
health experts.

Beware Of The 
Heavy Traffic The 
Holiday Season 

"Death and Taxes — and Traffic 
Congestion on Greater Boston 
streets — are always with us.” 

Snarled lines of traffic in thick- 
ly settled *nd business districts 
are day-to-day occurrences, and 
are now further aggravated by 
increased traffic loads during the 
Xmas-shopping season. 

Mr. Edgar F. Copell, President- 
Director of the Massachusetts 
Safety Council, ir discussing the 
problem of keeping traffic mov- 
ing on our highly congested 
streets made the following com- 
ments: ' 

"Everyone admits we must do 
something *lo improve the flow 
of traffic, particularly during 
peak hours. Recognizing that our 
present highways arc inadequate, 
nevertheless motorists can do 
much to prevent the confusion 
and snarling of traffic. 

"Traffic snarls frequently oc- 
cur in signalized areas due to 
the poor judgement of many mo- 
torists and an apparent lack of 
knowledge that they are violating 
a traffic regulation. I refer to 
those drivers who insist upon 
entering intersections although 
traffic in the block ahead it 
backed up. As a result their ve- 
hicle blocks the area within the 
Intersection and prevents move- 
ment of traffic on the cross 
street. 

“This violation is particularly 
common at signalized intersec- 
tions where drivers will enter 
the intersection on the green 
light even though there is no 
room beyond it. When the ight 
changes to green for cross traf- 
fic it cannot proceed. This condi- 
tion grows progressively worse 
with each signal cycle and traffic 
soon becomes stalled for long 
distances in all directions. 

“This unnecessary obstructing 
of traffic could be avoided if mo- 
torists would use common sense 
— and Obey the Law! A traffic 
regulation of most cities and 
towns reads as follows: ‘No driv- 
erer shall enter an intersection or 
a marked crosswalk unless there 
is sufficient space on the other 
side of the intersection or cross- 
walk and on the right side o£the 
roadway to* accommodate the ve- 
hicle he is operating without ob- 
structing the passage of other ve- 
hicles or pedestrians, NOTWITH- 
STANDING ANY T R A FFIC 
CONTROL SIGNAL INDICA- 
TION TO PROCEED.”

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW 

Landlord and Tenant: Leases 

By Arthur W. Blakemore , Attorney

THE RELATION OF landlord and tenant arises whenever one 
occupies premises of another under a contract in some form. The 
agreement of the parties need not be in writing, but if it is merely 
oral the tenant is merely a tenant at will, liable to be turned 
out at any time on proper notice. 

The rights of the parties are 
best protected by a careful lease 
in writing, covering their whole 
agreement. The lease should be 
signed by both parties only after 
it is fully completed, and each 
party should keep a copy. Sign- 
ing an incomplete lease and leav- 
ing the other party to fill it out 
is very unwise and likely to lead 
to expensive litigation. 

If the lease is for a term of 
not more than seven years, no 
seal is required; while if it is for

Tell a woman that kids are 
starving, what’ll -he do? Chances 
are she’ll go to her cupboard, 
wrap up a big parcel of food 
and say, "Where do I send it?" 

Ever notice the difference be- 
tween the way a man and a wo- 
man will attack a problem? Take 
an ordinary household — the 
woman is preparing supper when 
she notices that the sink has 
started leaking. She’s just about 
to take care of it when Junior 
starts yelling his head off out in 
the back. He’s fallen off his bi- 
cycle onto his face and his nose 
is bleeding. The wife yells for 
the husband to do something 
about the leaking kitchen sink 
as she runs past him to comfort 
Junior. Ten minutes later when 
Junior is on his bike again tear- 
ing madly around for another 
spill, the wife comes back into the 
kitchen and finds her husband 
with his bag of tools spread out 
over her kitchen floor preparing 
to take her sink apart. 

"Hey," she yells, "I have to get 
supper. Get your tools out of 
here. All you had to do was put 
a pot under It to catch the drip 
for now." 

There are many big problems 
and emergencies today which 
need the men to get out their 
bag of tools and do some heavy 
overhauling, but like the leaking 
kitchen sink, while the men are 
busy with the long range job, 
the supper still has to be pre- 
pared and the wdmen are needed 
to put a pot under the leak to 
prevent a flood on the kitchen 
floor. 

Take the problem of mass hun 
ger in Europe today. Men will 
work out the long range solution 


to enable the countries of Europe 
ang Asia to once again become 
self-sustaining food producers for 
their populations. But, while they 
are busy working out over-all 
plans for the next five to twenty 
years, a lot of kids are going to 
starve or contract a lot of crippl- 
ing and deadly diseases for lack 
of essential foods. 

It was the combination of this 
immediate problem and practical 
feminine directness which origin- 
ated a unique idea resulting in a 
successful program of aid to 
families in a hunger • ridden 
Europe last year. The Idea was 
for every American family to 
entertain a “Silent Guest" at its 
Thanksgiving Day dinner and to 
contribute the cost of that serv- 
ing' for hungry families in 
Europe. In the space of a few 
short weeks without the high 
pressure of a big organization 
or tremendous preparation or a 
full-scale ’ampaign, the idea took 
hold. American housewives and 
their families stimulated by the 
appealing symbol of the "Silent 
G u e s t" contributed nearly 
$100,000 for CARE parcels 
through the American Silent 
Guest Commute- Inc. 

It took a woman to t >nceive 
the idea, an Idea at once so di- 
rect, so simple and yet so sym- 
bolic of hungry peoples’ needs 
as contrasted with an American 
family’s Joyous festival of plenty. 
Miss Iris Gabriel, who originated 
and carried through the "Silent 
Guest" itypeal, was chosen to suc- 
ceed the late F. H. LaGuardla 
for the "One World Award" as a 
result of her work. The award 
was a three-month tour of thir- 
teen Europen countries In the 
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Making Noise Like Airplanes 
And Trains All Part of Program 

Playing radio and making noises litye an airplane eand a train 
are Just plain fun for a group of kindergarteners in the Newton 
Public Schools, but to the speech counselor, Miss Grace Kennedy, 
It Is all part of the program to stimulate speech growth. Each 
Monday morning the Counseling Services' office becomes school 
for this group of youngsters with delayed speech development. 
Here they are taught to make the difficult high frequency sounds 
like f, v, th, s, z, sh, zh, (p, t, k, ch, b, d, g, J) and to put to- 
gether words into simple sentences. 


After arrangements with ele- 
mentary school principals the 
speech counselor conducted a 
survey in the grade schools this 
fall. By means of this survey an 
attempt was made to screen out 
youngsters who could profit by 
this particular type of speech 
help and others who might have 
defective speech due to hearing 
loss, emotional disturbance, 
structural causes, perceptual 
difficulties and the like. It was 
found that approximately 400 
children in the elementary school 
were in need of some kind of 
help with speech. Difficulties 
ranged all the way from simple 
lisping due to perseveran9e of 
baby habits to severe stuttering, 
spastic speech and the voice and 
articulatory defects of the hard 
of hearing. Approximately 75 
elementary school children have 
been or are receiving individual 
or group speech lessons at the 
Counseling Services Office, 100 
Washington park, Newtonville. In 
addition some children of pre- 
school age . are received help 
when their parents became con- 
cerned over their delayed speech. 
Other children with minor speech 
difficulties are helped by the 
classroom teacher under the 
guidance of the speech counselor. 

The speech training for the 
hard of hearing is handled mainly 
by Mrs. Margaret Childs who is 
also a reading and speech counse- 
lor. Miss Ena Macnutt, hearing 
counselor, through her yearly 
testing program screens out 
children with defective hearing 
and refers these children to the 
speech counselors for special 
speech training. Emphasis is 
placed mostly on stimulating the 
residual hearing through audi- 
tory training. Interesting stories 
containing sounds met in every 
day life or speech sounds needing 
correction are played for the 
child while he watches a text at 
first. To build up his ability to 
discriminate sounds in the en- 
vironment, speech records are 
played against background music, 
noises, and other records. This 
builds up a child’s tolerance for 
unexpected noises and develops 
his ability to concentrate on 
meaningful sounds. 

To motivate a child to the use 
of his hearing aid, games are de- 
vised which will show him the 
importance of its use in under- 
standing language and in hear- 
ing it correctly. Kinesthetic cues 
are used as well as ear training 
in correcting sound substitutions. 


These cues are aimed at teaching 
proper artlculary movements 
through feeling in the speech 
musculature. Voice defects are 
corrected also as most hard of 
hearing children speak either too 
softly or too loudly depending on 
the type of deafness. Unpleas- 
ant qualities like nasality are cor- 
rected also. Lip reading ‘instruc- 
tion is given by Miss Macnutt. 

Special speech training is 
needed also for the cerebral pal- 
sied child. Relaxation, not limp 
but controlled, is the basis of 
therapy plus strengthening of 
muscles needed in speech. Here 
again, Interest is kept high 
through games. Blowing ping 
pong balls around a table or try- 
ing to keep a piece of tissue 
paper against a mirror longer 
than the instructor can is fun 
but accomplishes a purpose. 

Stutterers receive a special 
type therapy also, aimed at re- 
laxed controlled breathing, re- 
lease of tension, and a gradually 
building up of confidence in the 
speech situation. Occasionally 
the aid of the consultant psy- 
chiatrist or psychological coun- 
selor is sought. 

All children showing articula- 
tory defects are tested for audi- 
tory memory span and sound dis- 
crimination ability. Very often 
children of average and better 
intelligence show weak power in 
retaining auditory impressions. 
This power can be developed 
through proper practice. Very 
often an individual puretone hear- 
ing test is given by Miss Macnutt 
because occasionally a child who 
passes the group audiometer test 
in school has a hearing loss for 
high frequency sounds which 
would affect his understanding of 
speech. 

The young stutterer 5 to 8 or 
9 years of age is handled in- 
directly through conferences with 
parents and school to find pos- 
sible causes of tension. Proper 
health habits and calm environ- 
ment are stressed as well as 
proper handling of the speech 
symptoms. Instead of critically 
corrective help, parents are ad- 
vised to use a slower pace in 
their own speech and to study 
situations which bring on the 
stuttering. Caution is taken to 
avoid overexcitability or emotion- 
ality in the child or others in the 
family.

Herbs Will Give That Extra Newton Centre 
Touch To Your Fish Dishes

All over America women arc 
learning about the special good- 
ness of herbs In cookery — espec- 
ially flsh cookery. Do you know 
how herbs can lift everyday 
dishes up to feast-day foods, by 
adding a touch, an accent, a per- 
sonality flavor? Are you letting 
thyme, tarragon, marjoram, dill 
and bay leaf bring compliments 
to your broiled haddock, cod, or 
salmon. An inexpensive dish can 
make your family sit up and ob- 
serve, "Oh, Mom, this is super — 
it tastes different, somehow. 
Let’s have it tomorrow, can we?" 

Let’s say you’ve been using 
sage, chill powder, celery and 
onion salt, curry powder, horse- 
radish. Maybe thyme, too, as 
well as parsley, caraway seed, 
chives and garlic occasionally. 
Why not try other "fine herbs" 
as well as “robust herbs?’’ Fine 
herbs are basil, chervile, mar- 
joram, garden thyme, rosemary, 
tarragon, and chives. The robust 
herbs are borage, wild marjoram, 
mint, sage, summer savory, win- 
ter savory, sorrel, caraway, fen- 
nel, dill, horseradish, and par- 
sley. Chain stores or food spec- 
ialty shops everywhere carry 
herb-seasonings. 

Of these, thyme, tarragon, bay 
leaf and parsley are "considered" 
herbs especially suitable for flsh 
cookery. Delightful surprises, 
however, 'await those who ex- 
perience the special savoriness of 
other herbs used either separ- 
ately or in special combinations. 
Sweet 'basil and chervil, for in- 
stance, are a gourmet-combina- 
tion; also sweet marjoram and 
garden thyme; while rosemary 
and tarragon make an unusual 
dish wherever you will let them. 

The English use fennel, minced 
or tied in bunches for boiling fat 
flsh such as mackerel or salmon 
— and Southern cooks agree with 
them. Others like chopped fresh 
mint leaves or mint sauce. Still 
other homemakers and hostesses 
are winning laurels by using dill 
and borage to pick up and subtly 
enhance the delicate flavor of the 
flsh. 

"But my family doesn’t like 
highly seasoned foods,” you may 
be saying. Don’t season foods 
highly with herbs, is our answer. 
Use just a whisper, a wee pinch 
or mere whiffle, to produce that 
magic for which herbs are 
famous. And the diplomatic way 
to introduce herbs to our family 
is by way of herb butters. Make 
them up and store them in little 
earthenware, airtight containers 
in your refrigerator. Let a piece 
of herb butter the size of a small 
nut melt atop each serving of 
broiled flsh, to permeate the 
juices and blend them into new 
richness. (Vegetables too like 
herb flavors. Use herb butters 
on string beans, peas, spinach, 
asparagus, carrots, and mush- 
rooms). 

To make herb butters, use un- 
salted butter because salted but- 
ter develops a watery fluid which 
refuses to mix with herb flavors. 
Use 2 ounces of sweet butter (4 
tbsp,) with V» teaspoon of any 
one of the fine herbs. First cream 
the butter, then add a few drops 
of lemon juice. Then work in the 
herbs. Try the famous combina- 
tions first: basil-chervil or sweet 


marjoram-garden thyme or rose- 
mary-tarragon. One thing to re- 
member Is that ONE tablespoon 
of fresh herbs, chopped,- Is equal 
to half a teaspoon of dried 
chopped herbs and hi teaspoon 
of powdered herbs. Just before 
using herb butter, season it with 
salt and pepper — perhaps add a 
teaspoonful of chopped chives or 
parsley. 

Baked Fillets Florentine With 
Herb Butter 
1 % lbs. flsh fillets 
3 c. cooked, seasoned spinach 
3 tbsp. vegetable shortening 
3 tbsp. flour 
% tsp. salt 
Vs. tsp. pepper 
IVi c. milk 
% c. grated cheese 

1 c. soft bread crumbs, buttered. 
Put flsh In saucepan with 1 qt. 

water, 2 tsp. salt, a bay leaf, and 

2 tbsp. vinegar (tarragon vine- 
gar If possible). Bring to a boil; 
then simmer 10 minutes, or until 
tender. Place spinach in shallow 
greased baking dish and arrange 
fillets over top. Make a sauce 
by melting shortening in sauce- 
pan, adding flour, salt, pepper, 
and blending well. Add milk 
gradually, stirring constantly and 
cook until thickened. Add cheese. 
Pour over flsh in baking dish and 
sprinkle with crumbs. Bake in 
hot oven (425 degree F.) 20 min- 
utes or until crumbs are browned. 
After turning off oven heat, dot 
top of the dish with 2 or 3 small 
balls of basil-chervil butter, let 
melt while the rest of the ideal 
is being assembled to serve. This 
dish serves 6 to 8. 

Broiled Fish Epicurean 
Have a 3-pound haddock or cod 
cleaned and dressed by your mar- 
ket man. Wipe with damp soft 
cloth and dry thoroughly. Score 
the skin with 2 to 3 diagonal cuts 
of a knife, and fill gashes with 
butter. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper; brush all over with mel- 
ted butter. Grill skin side up 
in a preheated broiling compart- 
ment at 550 degrees F., 4 inches 
from flame, until skin is well 
seared and bubbly. Turn and 
grill flesh side up, until flsh flakes 
when tried with a fork. Turn off 
heat, place on heated platter, 
and put 3 or 4 balls of herb but- 
ter on top of flsh. Leave in oven 
until ready to bring to table. 
Garnish with watercress. Serves 
6 to 8. 

Baked Haddock In Spanish 
Herb Sauce 

1% lbs. fresh or frozen haddock 
fillets 

3 tbsp. minced onion 
3 tbsp. minced celery 

Vi, c. butter, fortified margarine 
or salad oil 
1 V 2 tbsp. flour 

1 No. 2 can tomatoes (2& cups) 

1 tsp. salt 

% tsp. pepper 

2 tsp. granulated sugar 
Vo tbsp. dried thyme 

1 tbsp. minced parsley 
Cut fillets into servings, and 
arrange in greased, shallow bak- 
ing dish. Saute onion and celery 
In butter until tender. Stir ’in 
flour until smooth. Then add re- 
maining ingredients, and bring to 
a boll. Pour over flsh, and bake 
in hot oven (450 degrees F.) 30 
to 40 minutes,* or until flsh flakes 
easily. Serves 5.

Warns Against Small 
Toys For Children

“In selecting a Christmas toy 
for than infant of ours, don’t buy 
one smaller than his two closed 
fists,” Frank Dowcett, chairman 
of the Safety Services of the 
Newton Chapter, American Red 
Cross, warns. 

And infants being such omni- 
vorods little creatures, he strongly 
urged that their toys be of one 
piece, with no removable parts, 
and colored with paints not hav- 
ing a poisonous base. 

Children in the two-year group 
like toys with motion. These 
would not, however, Include jet- 
propelled kiddy cars even though 
Dad might insist on one. 

"Five-year olds are great imita- 
tors,” Mr. Dowcett said, "and 
suitable for them are toys similar 
to articles used by mother and 
dad.

“However,” he 
said, "they should not be so large 
that the child has to grow-to-flt.”. 
A vehicle too large to handle 
properly Is dangerous. 

"‘If your child Is upwards of 
ten years old, he can play with 
almost any toy, providing he re- 
ceives proper instructions In its 
use. It’s with a child this age 
that dad can begin giving rein 
to his imagination in choosing 
gifts for his own as well as the 
child’s amusement— if fie hasn’t 
already,” the safety service chair- 
man said.

Deficit Spendin g Can*! L ast Forever 

The Government of the United States has spent $1,430,000,000 
more than It has received in taxes during the last five months, 
according to Budget-Director James E. Webb, who says that 
spending in 1950 will certainly be more than the $42,000,000,000 
expended this year. 

faith this news, the Budget-Director warns that unless Fed- 
eral taxes go up, the Government will face a deficit in the next 
fiscal year. He points out that demands for Government services 
are increasing and calls attention to the financial requirements 
of the European Recovery Program, National Defense and In- 
terest on the public debt. 

Taking cognizance of the items mentioned by Mr. Webb and 
considering the large sums that the Government spends for the 
benefit of veterans of past wars, it is not easy to disagree with 
the statement of the Budget-Director. In fact, in view of the 
drains upon the Federal Treasury, it is easy to conclude that tax 
reductions went into effect too soon and that a wiser fiscal policy 
would have collected larger sums during the nation’s years of 
unprecedented individual incomes. 

When the first proposal for tax reductions was being debated 
in Congress, we pointed out that the cut would be for tlie benefit 
of corporations and that it was important for the United States 
to maintain its levies in order to reduce the national debt. ' The 
same observation was naturally made when a subsequent tax 
reduction extended some benefits to individuals. It was apparent 
then that unless the nation reduced its national debt in times of 
prosperity, there would be no opportunity to do so when business 
conditions declined. 

It is about time for the people of the United States to recog- 
nize that, while it is entirely proper for the Government to go 
into debt during a temporary emergency, there is little, excuse 
for increasing the national debt in prosperous times. While no 
one suspects that the United States is approaching bankruptcy 
as a nation, everybody has sense enough to know that deficit 
spending cannot be indefinitely prolonged without causing a col- 
lapse of the financial structure, not only of the Government but 
of the entire nation. 

It will be necessary, before the natioit can operate on a sound 
fiscal budget, for the people of the country to restrain their 
demands upon all units of government. Not only is the Federal 
Government besieged with pleas to spend public money for sec- 
tional and selfish benefits, but the same habit has permeated 
state and local govermfients. 

The idea that public funds should be spent solely and ex- 
clusively for the general public benefit has been seriously damaged 
by the practice of politicians in seeking to "bring home the bacon." 
While it is nice, no doubt, to eat meat, which some other people 
pay for, the people must learn that it is impossible to have more 
meat and less taxes.

"He has only what he gives 
away.” 

While I’m still cynical and 
feel that everyone is fundamen- 
tally selfish, there is a lot of 
truth in that old adage, so I’m 
suggesting a few Christmas dec- 
orations made at home and giv- 
en away as presents. There’s 
much more to it than buying a 
gift in the store. 

In order to get in as many 
suggestions as possible I’m go- 
ing to be blunt and to the point. 

For a wreath, first make a 
foundation or frame of wood or 
wire. Have two or three bends 
in your hoop. Long shoots of 
willow, lilac, or forsythia can 
be bent in a circle and wired 
together to make a frame. Use 
No. 9 wire for making the frame 
and No. 22 or 24 for binding 
the evergreen material to the 
frame. From there on the 
wreath is determined only by 
your imagination. 

Just one other suggestion: 
once you start binding, do not 
remove the left hand from the 
frame and do not cut the bind- 
er. Continue winding all the 
way around the frame back to 
the starting point. Oh, yes, 
>vear cotton gloves. 

For a table centerpiece all you 
need is a block of wood or an 
old tin pie plate with some 
sphagnum moss or peat moss 
which you keep wet to keep the 
evergreens moist and of course 
some string or wire for binding 
the moss to the block of wood. 
Use a dummy candle made of 
an old broom handle to save 
your good candle while making 
the centerpiece. From there on 
again it’s your imagination that 
limits the centerpiece. 

Here are a few other quickies. 
Fill the porch boxes with ever- 
green boughs. If the soil is 
moist, these cut evergreens will 
last for a long time. Add a 
touch of colored berries. Inci- 
dentally, make a fresh cut and 
keep your Christmas tree stand- 
ing in water. That will keep

Tuberculosis Can 
Not Be Determined 
By Fingerprints 

— o — 

"Susceptibility to poliomyelitis 
and tuberculosis cannot be deter- 
mined by examining fingerprints," 
declared Dr. Vlado A. Getting, 
Commissioner of Public Health, 
today issuing a joint statement 
by the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health and the 
Massachusetts Medical Society. 

"Any claim that this can be 
done," the statement continues," 
"is based upon entirely inade- 
quate observations dnd should 
not be regarded seriously. 

"Recently school superinten- 
dents and other persons have 
been approached by persons with 
plans to fingerprint all school- 
children. Such a program is a 
recognized procedure and should 
be carried out upon the basis 
of its value in identifying people 
in case of accident or disaster. 
It should be unnecessary to 
trump up false claims that finger 
prints can be used to determine 
susceptibility to various diseases 
in order to sell a program of 
accurate identification. 

"The claim that susceptibility 
to disease is recorded in the fin- 
gerprint is based upon the writ- 
ing of one individual — a teacher 
without a medical degree in one 
of the medical schools of the 
country. This is a far cry from 
general acceptance by the medical 
profession and fingerprinting ex- 
perts. Certainly this is an ex- 
tremely insecure basis for the 
claims which are being so con- 
fidently made."

Therapist Lack 
Hits Physically 
Handicapped 

A shortage of approximately 
30,000 trained physical thera- 
pists and about the same num- 
ber of trained occupational thera- 
pists is preventing America 
from adequately meeting the 
problem of its physically handi- 
capped, according to two experts 
in these fields who were in Bos- 
ton this week. 

Here in the interests of the 
Bay State Society for Crippled 
and Handicapped, Inc., the 
Easter Seal agency, Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Martin Wagner of New 
York, occupational therapy con- 
sultant for the National Society 
for Crippled Children and Adults, 
and Miss Mary Eleanor Brown, 
physical therapy consultant for 
the same organization, pointed 
out that in many places, for ex- 
ample, a program for the benefit 
of children suffering from cere- 
bral palsy is being held up simp- 
ly because there are not suf- 
ficient trained workers available. 

'In Massachusetts,” Miss 
Brown declared in an interview, 
“an excellent beginning has been 
made on a program for children 
with cerebral palsy through the 
Bay State Society. But it is 
only a beginning. Through such 
projects as the Bay State Nur- 
sery School for Children with 
Cerebral Palsy at 355 Boylston 
street, Boston, and other cen- 
ters it has opened elsewhere, the 
organization is demonstrating 
what can be accomplished in 
making many of the handicapped 
useful members of society. How-

While in Massachusetts, Miss 
Brown and Mrs. Wagner con- 
ferred with parents of handi- 
capped youngsters and visited 
various centers operated by the 
Bay State Society with the 
funds it raises through its an- 
nual Easter Seal Sale.

Some Intensive literary detec- 
tive work by a Cornell scholar 
has brought to light a heretofore 
unpublished and unknown short 
story by the author, Herman Mel- 
ville. 

The literary find — “Baby 
Budd, Sailor” — was discovered 
by F. Barron Freeman, former 
Harvard English Instructor and 
now assistant professor of Eng- 
lish at Cornell, while editing 
manuscripts of Melville’s last 
novel, “Billy Budd, Forctopman”, 
for publication. 

The new short story, together 
with the complete text of the 
novel, and an analysis of Mel- 
ville’s writings have just been 
published by the Harvard Univer- 
sity Press in a volume titled 
“Melville’s Billy Budd.” 

The discovery of the short 
story, coming over 50 years after 
the death of the author oF“Moby 
Dick,” “Typee”, and “White Jack- 
et”, will assist scholars in study- 
ing the creative process by which 
Melville achieved his particular 
prose style. Providing the only 
sustained example of Melville’s 
creative method in unproofed 
form, the Billy Budd manu- 
scripts support the belief that 
Melville “began with outer truths, 
and as he wrote, sensed the inner 
truths which they symbolized.” 

Earlier novels by Melville also 
show this technique. For in- 
stance, "Typee,” Mr. Freeman 
says, “would seem first to have 
tren conceived as a freely-han- 
dled travel book” which was 
given marked psychological and 
philosophical overtones in its 
later chapters. Likewise, “Moby 
Dick” began as a fictionalized 
autobiography of the author’s 
whaling adventures, but later 
was rewritten into what Melville 
himself called a “wicked book” 
and "hideous allegory.” 

“Billy Budd, Forctopman,” 
which now appears for the first 
time with the complete and ac- 
curate text and all variant read- 
ings. was first written as a fic- 
tionalized account of an incident 
taken from American naval his- 
tory. Later it became “Baby 
Budd, Sailor,” and then the full 
novel. Mr. Freeman adds that 
the short story is a revelation 
of Melville’s "primary artistic 
inspiration.” 

Discovery of the short story 
was made quite by accident. 
While going through the Mel- 
ville manuscripts in the Harvard 
College Library, Mr. Freeman be- 
came suspicious of the existence 
of the short story within the 
novel. Melville’s habit of writing 
with both pen and pencil and 
with crayons of several different 
colors, gave Mr. Freeman the 


lead to the short story. On the 
basis of parallel tabulations of 
the multiple sets of numbered 
pages, Mr. Freeman was able to 
put. the whole short story to- 
gether. 

The final result was the djs- 
covcry of a 12,000 word short 
story embedded in a 36,000 word 
novel. 

In h!s introduction to the 
volume, Mr. Freeman also dis- 
cusses the last years of Melville’s 
life. Contrary to these critics 
who have described Melville as 
a “muddle-minded old man,” he 
contends that Melville even in 
his last years was “outwardly 
and inwardly content,” and “a 
sensitive writer who occupied 
himself with the human or earth- 
ly manifestations of the meta- 
physical problems of good and 
evil until his death in 1891.”

Says Replacement 
Costs a Big Factor 

Last Thursday night was 
"Village Night” at the Men’s 
Club of West Newton and the 
Club recognized the occasion by 
having as its guests Mayor 
Lockwood, Director of Public 
Works Willard S. Pratt, and 
Chief of Police Purcell. 

President A. Fred Whiting 
turned the meeting over to Ro- 
land F. Gammons, chairman of 
the Village Committee, who in- 
troduced the speakers. 

Mayor Lockwood stated that 
the costs of city government 
have risen in keeping with other 
living costs and that one of the 
major factors resulting required 
large expenditures today was 
the severe curtailment of city 
expenditures for maintenance 
and replacement during the 
1930’s followed by the war years. 
Expenditures in 1948 were 64 
per cent over the 1938 figures 
due to necessary improvements, 
replacements, and increased 
costs. 

Since 1920, the population of 
the city has grown 80 per cent 
to the present total of 83,000, 
which is another factor con- 
tributing to the rising costs of 
city government. The Mayor 
stated that every effort is being 
made to keep expenditures down 
by improving the efficiency of 
the various departments and by 
improved techniques. Credit for 
much of the success in these 
efforts is due to the ability of 
the various department heads. 

Mr. Pratt outlined the devel- 
opment of the Public Works 
program instituted in 1946 and 
requested the cooperation of 
Newton citizens with the De- 
partment of Public Works and

educated in the public schools 
of Lawrence, Mass. She gradu- 
ated from Mt. Holyoke College 
in 1912. Her training for her 
work in Guidance was received 
at Brown University, the Har; 
vard Graduate School of Edu- 
cation, lecture courses at the 
Judge Baker Center for Guid- 
ance, and Boston University 
where she received her Master 
of Arts degree in 1923. 

Her teaching experience In- 
cluded work in the public schools 
of Chatham, Mass., and Med- 
ford, Mass., Ferry Hall, Chicago, 
111.; Thayer Academy, Braintree, 
Mass., where she was executive 
’assistant to the headmaster, 
and Cedar Crest College, Allen- 
town, Pa., where she was Dean 
of Girls. 

For a number of years Miss 
Itiley spent her summers in 
travel throughout Europe, and 
during the first World War, she 
was in foreign service with the 
YMCA. In the second World 
War she served for two sum- 
mers as hostess in the Army 
Service Club at Camp Myles 
Standish in Taunton, Mass. Dur- 
ing the summer of 1947 she 
gave a week's intensive course 
for counselors, deans, and pro- 
spective deans at the University 
of Maine. 

She came to Newton High 
School in February, 1925 as a 
teacher of English and Mathe- 
matics and devoted part of her 
time to the duties of Visiting 
Teacher, a new position created 
to bring the home and the school 
closer together in the work with 
pupils on the secondary level. 
In 1927 she spent her entire time 
in the work of Visiting Teacher 
and developed the work of that 
office until in 1930 she was made 
a member of the Administrative 
staff and became Chairman of 
Guidance and Adviser of Grade 
Ten. In 1941 she was given the 
title of Director of Student Per- 
sonnel and Guidance and 6ince 
that time has been responsible 
for the entire program of guid- 


ance of the high school and New- 
ton Junior Colllege. 

The success which Newton 
High School has enjoyed In the 
preparation of students for col- 
lege has been due in great part 
to her leadership in the main- 
tenance of standards, her period- 
ic visits to colleges, her know- 
ledge of current college require- 
ment trends, and the great 
amount of time and attention 
which she devoted to the indi- 
vidual pupil in helping him de- 
cide upon the institution In which 
he would be happy and success- 
ful. . 

It was also due primarly to 
her interest and foresight that 
a curriculum for pupils of lim- 
ited ability, but. of high school 
age and physical characteristics, 
was set up in 1932. 1 

Always generous of her time 
in the field of guidance she was 
a charter member of the Massa- 
chusetts Association of Deans, 
served on various committees 
and offices including that of 
President. 

Miss Riley was largely re- 
sponsible for the establishment 
of the Peter J. Kuntz Fund for 
financial assistance to needy 
students. Under her leadership 
the fund was established by the 
high school faculty in honor of 
a former member of the staff, 
and has since been maintained 
by gifts from faculty members. 
Miss Riley also sponsored the 
collection of usable second hand 
clothing for the use of needy 
students. During the depression 
the »resources of this collection 
and the Kuntz Fund were of 
inestimable walue in the main- 
tenance of pupil morale and in 
keeping pupils in school. 

Miss Riley made many contch 
buttons to her community. Sh^ 1 
served as a member of the Board 
of the Newton-Wellesley Hospi- 
tal Training School, was active 
in the cooperative work done by 
the Family Service Bureau of 
Newton and the high school, and 
held membership on the Home 
Service Board of the Netwon 
Chapter of the American Red 
Cross. She worked also with the 
Probation Departmeent of the 
Newton Court. She served on

Driving Licenses 
Cover Two Years 
After January 1 

Starting January 1, 1949, Mas- 
sachusetts motorists, who are 
renewing their driving licenses, 
will discover that the period 
covered will be two years In- 
stead of the present one year i 
license and the fee will be $4 
instead 6f the present $2. 

This change-over, Registrar of 
Motor Vehicles Rudolph F. King 
has estimated, will save the 
State some $750,000 over the 
first full year of operation. 

Registrar King said that there 
are now more than 1,500,000 11- ! 
censed drivers in Massachusetts 
and the amount saved in post- 
age alone would be $45,000 on 
the initial notification. 

King said that fully half of 
the motorists return their ap- 
plications to the main office of 
the registry on Nashua street, 
and that means that approxi- 
mately $23,000 will also be saved 
the state on returning licenses. 
The remainder, he said, will be 
saved in paper costs and print- 
ing. 

In addition to this, King said, 
the clerical help needed to get 
these notices and licenses out 
each year will be put to better 
use in other places of the reg- 
istry’s routine. 

Aside from the state’s consid- 
eration, motorists will find the 
"two-year” plan more satisfac- ! 
tory to them as well, the reg- 1 
istrar believes. 

King believes that remember- 
ing to renew his license every 
two years will be less wearing 
and tearing on motorists than 
remembering it every year and 
there is the saving of that extra 
stamp and money order or check 
to' be considered. 

"In other words,” Registrar 
King says, "I think the large 
majority of Massachusetts mo- 
torists will find the npw plan 
more convenient all around.” 

The registrar pointed out that 
motorists whose renewals come 
up before January 1 will con- 
tinue on the old basis of $2 for 
one year. 

Incidentally, the new applica- 
tion and licenses are a pastel 
green, but except for that change 
and the fact that $4 replaces the 
customary $2, there isn’t much 
difference between the old and 
the new.

duckling meat is perfect foil for 
traditional holiday feeds, and 
there is little left-over meat to 
test the homemaker’s ingenuity. 

ROAST DUCK 
Remove the pin feathc. and 
singe the duck. Wash thorough- 
ly. Fill with your favorite stuf- 
fing. Sew up the opening. Place 
a rack on the roasting pan, and 
put the duck on the rack. Sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Add 
about one cup of water and 
baste the bird frequently. We 
use an oven with a temperature 
reading 400 degrees F. After a 
20-minute preliminary cooking, 
allow 20 minutes per pound of 
duck. 

STUFFING FOR DUCKLING 
Bread, cornbread or rice stuf- 
fing is good with duck. Many 
prefer the addition of chopped 
apples, with raisins, prunes or 
apricots, or chopped oranges. 
Some like a stuffing well bol- 
stered with onions. Some fam- 
ilies prefer an apple-celery-prund 
stuffing with just enough bread 
or cracker crumbs to hold the 
fruit together. If supplies per- 
mit, a couple of eggs whipped 
in with the fruit give more sub- 
stance to the finished product. 

'Here is an excellent stuffing 
recipe. 

APRICOT RICE STUFFING 

2 tablespoons butter (or forti- 
fied margarine) 

\\ cup chopped celery 
V cup minced onion 
Vi cup mushrooms 
Vi cup rice 

1 teaspoon salt 
'i teaspoon poultry seasoning 
water 

1 cup sliced dried apricots 
(i 2 pound) 

Melt butter in heavy skillet. 
Brown celery, onion and mush- 
rooms in butter. Add rice. 
Brown until rice is a deep golden 
color. Add salt and poultry sea- 
soning. Cover witl\ water until 
water is one-half inch above rice. 
Cover and steam 10 minutes. 
Remove from heat. Add apri- 
cots and mix. Stuff bird just 
before roasting. 

Whether it is duckling or tur- 
key that you have chosen for 
your Christmas dinner, let us 
add one word of caution. Do 
not stuff the bird until you are 
ready to pop it into the oven. 
The stuffing may be prepared 
earjy and kept in the refrigera- 
tor until you are ready to use 
it again. Be sure you remove 
all the unserved stuffing from 
the cavity. Keep both the bird 
and the stuffing refrigerated for 
safe, savory encore service.

Mrs. Ernestine M. Kyle, Second 
Reader, introduced the lecturer 
to the large audience in First 
Church of Christ, Scientist of 
Newton, last Friday evening, De- 
cember 17, as follows: 

Friends, 

We are happy to welcome you 
tonight as the guests of First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, of 
Newton. 

At this season the whole world 
is mindful of the Wisemen of old 
who followed the light of the star 
which led to the manger of Jesus, 
"the human herald of Christ, 
Truth,” (S.&H.) which is the true 
light. 

Christian Science is the again 
appearing of Truth, connecting 
all ages, past, present and future. 
Its healing and redemptive min- 
istry will meet humanity’s need 
when we follow the admonition 
given in one of our Christian 
Science Hymns (201) 

"Do not bar your mind against 
the light ot good; 

But open wide, let in the 
Word, and Truth will be your 
food. 

Hid treasures it reveals to all 
who know its power; 

And all who will may light re- 
ceive in this most gracious 
hour.” 

Then "the peace of God, which 
passeth all understanding, shall 
keep your hearts and minds 
through Christ Jesus.” (Phil. 4:7) 
It is my happy privilege to in- 
troduce to you our Cecil F. Den- 
ton of New York City, who will 
speak to you on "Christian 
Science; The Light on Our Path.” 

The lecturer spoke substantially 
as follows: 

It is now generally known that 
Christian Scientists love and study 
the Bible. It is also well known 
that the Bible, together with the 
Christian Science textbook. “Sci- 
ence and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures” by Mary Baker Eddy, 
is the sole source of the weekly 
Lesson-Sermon studied by stu- 
dents of Christian Science and read 
from the desk on Sunday in Chris- 
tian Science church et throughout 
the world. The very first tenet of 
our- church, as founded by Mrs. 
Eddy, reads, “As adherents of 
Truth, we take the inspired Word 
of the Bible as our sufficient guide 
to eternal Life” (Science and 
Health, p. 497). Did not the Psalm- 
ist declare, “Thy word is a amp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my 
path?” (Ps. 119:105.) 

What is this light that shines in 
the darkness of material Relief? Is 
it not the spiritual idea of God, 
the ever-present Christ, guiding 
mankind into the realization of joy 
and health, of peace and security? 

The Light of the World 

The Gospel according to St. John 
quotes Jesus as saying to the 
Pharisees, “I am the light of the 
world: he that followeth me shall 
not walk in darkness, but shall 
have the light of life” (John 8:12). 
Would you not think those listen- 
ers would welcome suen an assur- 
ance of true guidance to men, the 
assurance that there always would 
be a lamp unto their feet and a 
light unto their path? But these 
Pharisees were so blinded by their 
own dogmatic debating that they 
could not discern the Christ which 
Jesus manifested. 

When Jesus said, “Lo, I am with 
you alway, even unto the end of 
the world” (Matt. 28:20), he was 
referring to the “divine idea of 
God,” or Christ, which is the 
Saviour to mankind, not just in his 
age but throughout all time. The 
man Jesus was born of the Virgin 
Mary; “the Christ,” our textbook 
tells us (p. 333), “is without be- 
ginning of years or end of days.” 
It was the mission of the Master 
to demonsirate this saving Christ, 
and because he so did, he proved 
himself the Messiah. 

Christ Jesus Our Ensample 

Christ Jesus .vas truly “the light 
of the world,” because through his 
personal ministry he demonstrated 
the omnipotence of God and the 
impotence of evil; he vanquished 
all limitations of time and space; 
he healed the sick, redeemed the 
sinner, and raised the dead; he 
proved that hate and fear are 
powerless before divine Love. And ! 
he assured us that his followers 
should do the works that he did 
and even greater works. He could 
say this, and did say it. because he 
knew that all the darkness of error 
is simply the supposititious absence 
of Truth, which flees before the 
light of the Christ— the conscious- 
ness of Truth. This divine influ- 
ence, this ever-present Christ, is 
indeed ' tne light,” as John says, 
that “shineth in darkness; and the 
darkness comprehended it not” 
(John 1:5). 

The Way of Salvation 
What greater salvation for man- 
kind could there be — yes, what 
greater salvation is there for man- 
kind— than walking triumphantly 
in the enlightened way of the Mas- 
ter? My friend, does the path for 
you seem dark? Has joy fled? Are 
you smarting from the wounds re- 
ceived in “the house of (thyl 
friends”? (Zech. 13:6.) Does some 
trait of disposition seem ineradi- 
cable in its tenacity? Then be of 
good cheer, for the assurance which 
Christian Science brings of com- 
plete salvation here and now will 
be a lamp unto your feet and a 
light unto your path You will see 
that regardless of the circumstance 
which to your suffering sense pre 
sents a problem, your peace, youi 
health, and your securit: are al 
ready established in the spiritual 
reality of true being When you re- 
pent, that is, when you change youi 
thought from a material and nega- 
tive oasis to the radiant realiza- 
tion ui maa'i dominion as exem- 


plified by Christ Jesus, you And 
that whatsoever had hitherto 
limited and enslaved you has van- 
ished for lack of witness. 

Ezekiel points the way of salva- 
tion when he writes, “For I have 
no pleasure in the death of him 
that dieth, saith the Lord God: 
wherefore turn yourselves, and 
live ye” (Ezek. 18:32). Does not 
this passage find a corollary in 
Mrs. Eddy’s statement from Sci- 
ence and Health (p. 316), “The 
real man being linked by Science 
to his Maker, mortals need only 
turn from sin and lose sight of 
mortal selfhood to find Christ, the 
real man and his relation to God, 
and to recognize the divine son- 
ship”? 

In recognizing the divine sonship. 
in this turning from a material to 
a spiritual sense of existence, we 
disavow all that claims .o harass 
the human experience. To al’ forms 
of error we say, and mean it, as 
did Christ Jesus, “Get tl.ee behind 
me, Satan” (Matt. 16:23). In fol- 
lowing in the footsteps of the Mas- 
ter, we And that salvation is not 
delayed until some future time, 
but beoomes a present reality, even 
as the Glossary of Science and 
Health declares when it defines 
salvation as “Life, Truth, and Love 
understood and demonstrated as 
supreme over all; sin, sickness, and 
death destroyed” (p. 593). 

"A Lady with a Lamp” 

It may be rightly said that no 
one since the advent of Christ 
Jesus has labored so patiently and 
so persistently to make available 
to mankind a working knowledge 
of God and His Christ as did the 
divinely inspired Discoverer and 
Founder of Christian Science. From 
early childhood Mary Baker Eddy 
had known both dark and bright 
hours. And as the years advanced, 
those dark hours were marked by 
sickness and poverty, by pain and 
persecution. But through all these 
vicissitudes, Mrs. Eddy never lost 
her faith in God, never lost her 
acceptance of the Psalmist’s as- 
surance that the Word of God 
would be a lamp unto her feet and 
a light unto her path. She knew, 
however, that faith alone would 
never solve her problems. So 
through wide and varied experi- 
ence and unremitting searching of 
the Scriptures, Mrs. Eddy sought 
an understanding of God’s Word. 

Mrs. Eddy Shared Her Discovery 

And so that your heart and mine 
also might know their Redeemer. 
Mrs. Eddy labored to give her dis- 
covery of the Christly scientific 
way of release from bondage to 
material limitations to the whole 
world. She first put into practice 
this revelation of Truth by healing 
the sick and redeeming the sinner 
in the same* way that Jesus and 
his disciples had brought salvation 
to mankind. Mrs. Eddy then wrote 
“Science and Health with Key to 
the Scriptures,” the Christian Sci- 
ence textbook, which is just that — 
a textbook wherein and whereby 
we find her discovery reduced to a 
system so exact in its Science and 
so simple in its presentation that 
even children can grasp the state- 
ments of Truth therein and make 
| them practicable in their daily ac- 
tivities. 

| To illumine the path of life more 
* glowingly, Mrs. Eddy established 
I The Mother Church with its world- 
I wide branches and activities. Mrs. 
j Eddy established The Christian 
| Science Publishing Society; The 
Christian Science Monitor, which 
is truly an international daily 
newspaper; weekly and monthly 
periodicals; and the quarterly peri- 
odical containing the Bible Lesson- 
Sermons. These Lesson-Sermons 
Christian Scientists study grate- 
fully, for in this study they gain 
new light on the Scriptures and 
fresh inspiration to solve the 
problems encountered in daily liv- 
ing. The scope of Mrs. Eddy’s 
work unquestionably entitles her 
to the appellations Discoverer, 
Foundef, and Leader. Those for 
whom Christian Science has erased 
the darkness of material beliefs 
know how truly the words of her 
great contemporary, Henry Wads- 
worth Longfellow, apply to the 
Discoverer of Christian Science: 

“A Lady with a Lamp shall stand 
In the great history of the land, 
A noble type of good, 

Heroic womanhood.” 

The Search for God 

Throughout all time mankind 
has longed for the peace and se- 
curity which an understanding of ! 
God alone can bring; but they have 
not always known just how or 
where this realization might come. 
In his search for God, Job cried 
out, “Oh that I knew where I might 
find him” (Job 23:3). He, too, 
was looking for a lamp unto his 
feet and a light unto his path, and 
he found these ; n a life so freed of 1 
selfishness, fear, and self-pity that 
in place of the darkness of human 
suffering he found the radiant re- 
alization of God’s ever-presence 
and infinite goodness. Therefore 
he could declare, “I have heard of : 
thee by the hearing of the ear: but 
now mine eye seeth thee” (Job 
42:5); that is, now mine eye seeth 
the tangible evidence of God’s 
goodness and power. 

In referring to this statement, 
Mrs. Eddy has declared: “Mortals 
will echo Job’s thought, when the 
supposed pain and pleasure of 
matter cease to predominate. They 
will then drop the false estimate of 
life and happiness, of joy and sor- 
row, and attain the bliss of loving 
unselfishly, working patiently, and 
conquering all that is unlike God” 
(Science and Health, p. 262). Then 
she adds significantly, "Starting 
from a higher standpoint, one rises 
spontaneously, even as light emits 
light without effort; for ‘where 
your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also.' ” 

Starting from a Higher Standpoint 

What is it to start from "a higher 
standpoint”? Is it not to base one’s 
thinking and acting on the premise 
that God, good, alone is power? Is 
it not to recognize the falsity of 
evil’s boast to be and to act? Is it 
not to acknowledge that the man of 
God's creating is “unfallen, up- 
right, pure, and free," as Science 
and Health declares him to be 
(p. 171)7 There is no limitation of 
time or space in this "starting from 
a higher standpoint,” and it has 
nothing to do with the human be- 
liefs of material origin, tempera- 
ment, or heredity; but it has every- 
thing to do with a correct concept 
of man. 

It was Alexander Pope who said 
that “the proper study of mankind 
is man.” And Charles Lamb ren- 
dered a variation, “The proper 
study of man is himself.” In a 
metaphysical sense, Mr. Lamb is 
right. Christian Sqjeacq, however, 


| declares further that the proper 
! study of man is God, his creator. 
In fact, it must be admitted that 
all the ills of the world — social, 
economic, and political, as well as 
one’s own discords and disappoint- 
ments — stem from ignorance of 
God and man, His image and like- 
ness.* To know God, therefore, is 
to know man, and wo know both 
through the revelation of Christian 
Science. 

“Truth’s prism and praise” 

Science and Health declares (p 
558): “To mortal sense Science 
seems at flrst obscure, abstract, and 
dark; but a bright promise crowns 
its brow. When understood, it is 
Truth’s prism and praise. When 
you look it fairly in the face, you 
can heal by its means, and it has 
for you a light above the sun, for 
God 'is the light thereof.’ ” 

In the laboratory of physical sci- 
ence the prism used in studies 
of light reveals the narrow beam 
of white light to be composed of 
seven primary colors. In the study 
of Deity, Christian Science — 
"Truth’s prism and praise” — re- 
veals the completeness of God 
through a number of primary syn- 
onyms which Mrs. Eddy tells us 
are “intended to express the nature, 
essence, and wholeness of Deity” 
(Science and Health, p. 465) Four 
of these synonyms — namely, Spirit, 
Life, Truth, and Love — Mrs. Eddy 
discovered in the Bible as names 
for God. The c’Jner three — Prin- 
ciple, Soul, and Mind — she found 
implied in the Scriptures, and J 
these conform to both reason and 
revelation. 
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| There’s this little street and thki 
little house." 

(Edna St. Vincent Millay.) 

In the face of disappointment and 
defeat, one has been heard to say, 
"Well, that’s life.” But it is not 
life, my friends, unless it is good; 
it is not life unless it is stable; It 
is not life unless it is harmonious; 
it is not life unless it is radiant 
with joy. 

What is it, then, you ask, if it 
is not life? It is ignorance of real 
Life, of Life divine. It is ignorance 
of God and His Christ, whom to 
know aright is life eternal. A 
Chrlstiunly scientific understand- 
ing of true Life releases us from 
the restrictions of material living 
and replaces disease with nor- 
malcy, poverty with needful sup- 
ply, monotony with spontaneity 
and inspiration, and failure with 
accomplishment. 

Divine Life understood, there- 
fore, replaces a false sense of life 
with its limited concepts. Life un- 
derstood establishes the conviction 
of the eternal goodness of being, 
into which no separation, no grief 
no misunderstanding can possibly 
enter. True consciousness holds no 
dread of the future but reioices in 
^ver-present good. One therefore 
can go forth each day in the happy 
realization that each hour is under 
God’s control and is filled with His 
love. In the Glossary of Science 
and Health Mrs. Eddy gives the 
spiritual definition of “day” in part 
as "the irradiance of Life” and 
says further: “The objects of time 
and sense disappear in the illu- 
mination of spiritual understand- 
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The Light of Spirit 

The light of infinite Spirit re- 
veals man’s life controlled by di- 
vine law and not by matter. All 
that claims to govern man, whether 
it is a belief in fortune, good or 
bad, or a nervous system, good or 
bad, or hereditary characteristics, 
good or bad, is seen in the light of 
Christian Science to be a miscon- 
ception of true being int which 
matter enters not at all. 

The word of Spirit is indeed a 
lamp unto our feet and a light 
unto our path, for through spirit- 
ual-mindednesB we walk untram- 
meled through every circumstance 
which confronts us. We know the 
right thing to do at the right time. 
Paul said, “To be spiritually 
minded is life and peace” (Rom. 
8:6), and so it is, for the man to 
whom the ideas of Spirit are real 
and enduring is unmoved by the 
friction and frustration of material 
seeking and planning. To him in- 
tuition, therefore, is not something 
reserved for the feminine mind, but 
is unerring response to spiritual 
guidance. 

When Jesus told the woman at 
the well at Sychar (John 4:24, Re- 
vised Version) that God is Spirit, 
he was defining not only the in- 
corporeal nature of God, but he 
was also establishing the fact that 
man is governed by spiritual law. 
Jesus’ own life and deeds testified 
to the fact that because man is the 
image and likeness of God, he is 
the image and likeness of Spirit. 
Therefore, all the inspiration and 
divine energy which characterize 
infinite Spirit are also true of man 
as His image and likeness. Energy 
is not in matter: it emanates from 
Spirit and animates man without 
depletion or exhaustion. 

When Jesus reminded his dis- 
ciples that they were the light of 
the world (Matt. 5:14), he surely 
must have intended to convey that 
so long as they expressed the 
Christ, Truth, which they had 
learned under his patient teaching, 
so long as they retained the spirit- 
ual-mindedness of Christ Jesus, 
would their influence for good be 
irresistibly fell among men. But, oh, 
the tragedy of those who <>nce hav- 
ing walked in the light have al- 
lowed their zeal to become dimmed 
through apalhy or compromise 
with matter. Hence the significance 
of Paul’s earnest admonition to the 
Romans to "maintain the spiritual 
glow” (Rom. 12:11, Moffatt's trans- 
lation). 

The Light of Life 

We sometimes ^peak of life in 
terms of the material sense of the 
here or hereafter. This concept is 
simply in terms of material evalua- 
tions of what we see about us or of 
what we ourselves experience 
Thus life may suggest only frus- 
tration or monotony, as a con- 
temporary poet has expressed it in 
the lines, 

"And tomorrow and tomorrow and 

touiorfQw jtnd tomorrow 


ing, and Mind measures time ac- 
cording to the good that is 
unfolded. This unfolding is God’s 
day, and 'there shall be no night 
there’” (p. 584). 

The Light of Truth 

It is the light of Truth which re- 
veals to human consciousness 
man’s innate integrity, his com- 
pleteness, his wholeness, his indi- 
viduality. And this understanding 
enables the individual to maintain 
both his moral and physical whole- 
ness. Mortal mind’s attack upon 
one’s character or health is ren- 
dered impotent by the understand- 
ing that divine Truth alone governs 
and controls man and gives him 
enduring identity. This under- 
standing is the forever coming of 
Christ — yea, it is the lever leaving 
of Christ in human consciousness. 
Said the Psalmist, “As for me, I 
will walk in mine integrity” 
(Ps. 26:11). 

The Light of Truth Brings Healing 

Obviously that which is true is 
also that which is logical. And 
that which is true appeals to 
reason, eliminating misconceptions 
and making way for healing. The 
truth of this statement was made 
clear to a young mother who had 
known literally nothing of the 
teachings of Christian Science. Her 
little daughter had been ill with 
what the doctors had diagnosed as 
pernicious anemia. Finally, when 
it wa^ said that nothing further 
medidally could be done for the 
child, Christian Science was 
brought to the mother’s attention. 
She listened patiently to a practi- 
tioner’s explanation of the good- 
ness of God and the power of His 
Christ. Finally he recounted to the 
mother the incident in which 
Christ Jesus at the marriage in 
Cana turned the water into wine 
(John 2:1-11). The practitioner 
then asked her if she did not see 
that the same Christ-power which 
performed what has been desig- 
nated as Jesus’ flrst miracle could 
replace the abnormal condition in 
her child’s body with a normal 
one. The mother saw the correct- 
ness of the reasoning and gladly 
consented to the child's having 
Christian Science treatment. The 
word of Truth became to that 
mother a lamp unto her feet and 
a light unto her path, routing her 
fear and grief, and her newly 
found faith saw fulfillment in the 
child’s complete recovery. Indeed, 
she learned the actuality of the 
Psalmist’s statement, “Mercy and 
truth are met together” (Ps. 85:10). 

The Light of Love 

The Apostle Paul knew through 
experience how the light of Truth 
penetrates the darkness of material 
resistance and reveals the great 
heart of divine Love. Ho who 
wrote to the Corinthians (II Cor. 
13:8), “We can do nothing against 
the truth, but for the truth,” also 
declared, "For 1 am persuaded, 
lilttl neither dguLU. our hie, our 


angels, nor principalities, nor pow- 
ers, nor things present, nor 
things to come, nor height, noi 
depth, nor any other creature, shall 
be able to separate us from the 
love of God, which is in Christ 
Jesus our Lord” (Rom. 8:38, 39). 

How unforgettably Paul learned 
that the tender and compassionate 
love which characterized Jesus’ 
ministry was the consistent ex- 
pression of divine Love. In refer- 
ring to this statement of the apos- 
tle’s, Mrs. Eddy has said: “This is 
the doctrine of Christian Science: 
that divine Love cannot be de- 
■ Drived of its manifestation, or ob- 
! ject; that joy cannot be turned 
; into sorrow, for sorrow, is not the 
i master of joy; that gooo can never 
produce evil; that matter can 
never produce mind nor life re- 
sult in death. The perfect man- 
governed by God, his perfect Prin- 
, ciple — is sinless and eternal" 
(Science and Health, p. 304). 

Love Not an Abstraction 
! In the light of Christian Science, 
Love is not an abstraction. Chris- 
tian Science reveals God as both 
Father and Mother, self-contained 
and self-complete creator, who 
brings forth man and who holds 
man forever in completeness and 
in the activity of selfless service 
Since divine Love is another narrte 
(or creator, all men must be 
brethren. Have we not all one 
Father-Mother God? 

Sometimes we hear it said, “I 
wish I were more loving.” If it is 
true that the wish is father to the 
deed, then the answer to that de- 
! sire is simply to be more loving. 
We may not always see the oppor- 
tunity to express our love in spe- 
cific deeds, but we can always 
think of others in terms of spiritual 
perfection and love. True love just 
oves, seeking no human Approval, 
isking nothing in return. Lo 
;ends forth no unkind criticism and 
jarbs none: Because love is truly 
lumble, it is moved by neith6r the 
vorld’s flattery nor its censure. 
,ove is unmoved in the face of ad- 
ersity or opposition or hatred; 
iierefore love is always the victor 
md never the vanquished. Indeed, 
is our hymn says, “Love is the 
oyal way" (Christian Science 
ymnal, No. 179). 

A Place of Calm 

Physicists tell us that in cy- 
lones, no matter how tempestuous 
uey may be, there is always one 
pot which is so calm that a feathei 
■an be sustained there in perfect 
joise. My friends, let love be youi 
dace of calm, and then regardless 
>f the irritations or pressure of the 
vorld, you will And your poise and 
our joy in loving. 

.’hen, brother man, fold to thy 
heart thy brother, 

For where lovfe dwells, the 
peace of God is there: 

» worship rightly is to love each 
other; 

Each smile a hymn, each kindly 
deed a prayer." 

(Christian Science Hymnal, 
No. 217.) 

the Light of Divine Principle 

The more closely we adhere to 
le realization of the true man’s 
ueness with God, the more con- 
stently we demonstrate the 
uidance of divine Principle in our 
ives. For example, the business- 
man, whether he be amdng those 
“that go down to the sea in ships, 
that do business in great waters” 
(Ps. 107:23), or whether he be an 
executive, a salesman, or a mer- 
chant — regardless of his pursuit, 
so long as he adheres to what he 
knows is honest, to what is just, to 
what is serviceable, and to what is 
good, he is expressing divine Prin- 
ciple, and he will therefore bring 
out in his experience the fruitage 
of such adherence in terms of use- 
I fulness and success. The light of 
divine Principle reveals the fact 
that all God’s ideas dwell together 
to bless each other, and all are 
mutually co-operative. Therefore 
supply does meet demand, unfair 
competition becomes obsolete, and 
all are blessed. 

Principle Guides Men and Nations 

“God is the lawmaker,” declares 
Science and Health, “but He is not 
the author of barbarous codes” 
(p. 381). God’s law, or the law of 
divine Principle, is a loving law; 
it governs men and nations in 
equity. When adhered to, it settles 
all disputes on the basis of the 
Golden Rule. Principle reveals the 
universality and omniaction of di- 
vine justice and replaces avarice 
with contentment, revenge with 
iove, and disunity with unity. In 
prophesying the union of Israel 
and Judah, Ezekiel records God as 
saying, "And I will make them one 
nation in the land upon the moun- 
tains of Israel; and one king shall 
be king to them all: and they shall 
be no more two nations, neither 
shall they be divided into two 
kingdoms any more at all: . . . 
so shall they be my people, and I 
will be their God” (Ezek. 37:22, 23). 

Principle and Ethics 

What we term ethics and con- 
science, whether in the affairs of 
nations, in business, in church ac- 
tivities, or in our individual lives, 
are simply our subscription to the 
operation of divine Principle in our 
conscious experience. Hence the 
Christian Science practitioner is 
scrupulous in his keeping in sacred 
confidence all that is divulged to 
him in the relationship of practi- 
tioner and patient. And all those 
who have named the name of 
Christ are grateful for increasing 
light upon how to choose between 
right and wrong; in short, how to 
discern that which is consistent 
with divine Principle and practice. 
As Paul says of this influence for 
good, "God, who is rich in mercy, 

. . . hath quickened us together 
with Christ” (Eph. 2:4, 5). 

The Light of Soul 

Our textbook declares (p. 247), 
“Immortality, exempt from age or 
decay, has a glory of its own, — 
the radiance of Soul.” Soul or God, 
therefore, radiates the beauty of 
holiness, the joy am- bliss of Spirit, 
the omniaction of Life and its own 
coloj and harmony. Surely one 
cannot see a magnificent sunset or 
hear a moving symphony without 
being conscious of “the radiance of 
Soul.” 

Science and Health tells us that 
"God is the Life, or intelligence, 
which forms and preserves the in- 
dividuality and identity of animals 
as well as of men” (p. 550). It is 
the function of God or Soul to pre- 
serve life. Your true individuality 
and identity are expressions of 
Soul and are therefore Immortal. 
One’s individuality is always 
poised in Soul and is therefore dis- 
tinct and distinctive as spiritual 
viUlju My friend, honor your true 


I Individuality. We should never 
try to be like somebody else, but 
father we need only to bring out 
our own Individual expression of 
Soul. Thus we eliminate envy or 
jealousy of another’s attainments 
or talents, for the light of Soul re- 
veals to each one his peculiar abll- 
, Itles, usefulness, and charm which 
I are his Soul-fliled individuality. 

Man’s Spiritual Faculties 

Christ Jesus was the greatest 
j individualist the world has ever 
known. He defied creed and dogma 
and consistently exercised Soul- 
j sense in place of material sense. He 
! healed all manner of diseases and 
gave sight to the blind and hear- 
ing to the deaf. The Master did all 
this and more through the realiza- 
tion that man’s faculties are spir- 
itual and not material. Sight, hear- 
ing, and their co-ordination and 
preservation, he knew to be de- 
termined by God alone and to be 
eternally free of impairment or 
blemish. 

The word of Soul is a lamp unto 
your feet and a light unto your 
path, for through spiritual sense 
you come to know your true being. 
This understanding brings health 
and a right sense of affluence; it 
annuls the frictions of material 
sense and reveals man’s serenity 
unshaken. In a letter to a branch 
church, Mrs. Eddy once wrote, 
“Into His haven of Soul there en- 
ters no element of earth to cast 
out angels, to silence the right in- 
tuition which guides you safely 
home" (Miscellaneous Writings, 
p. 152). 

The Light of Divine Mind 

Just as the Bible indicates that 
God is Soul, so the Scriptures re- 
veal that God is Mind. Paul said, 
“He that searcheth the hearts 
knoweth what is the mind of the 
Spirit” (Rom. 8:27). And tne 
Psalmist declared, "The entrance 
of thy words giveth light; it giveth 
understanding unto the simple” 
(Ps. 119:130). 

Obviously the source of wisdom 
or spiritual understanding must be 
divine Mind. And because there is 
but one God, there is but one Mind. 
This is one of the cardinal points 
in the teaching of Christian Sci- 
ence and one of the most impera- 

i ive to understand. In fact, our 
extbook makes this arresting 
statement, . . if mortals claimed 
no other Mind and accepted no 
other, sin would be unknown” 
(Science and Health, p. 469). All 
the world’s distress, it may be said, 
comes from the failure to acknowl- 
edge God as the only Mind. 

Man Reflects Divine Intelligence 

Divine Mind replaces ignorance 
and fear with wisdom and confi- 
dence. Do you recall that when 
the Lord sent Moses unto Pharaoh, 
Moses was fearful that he could 
not fulfill his mission, for he was 
slow of speech? The Lord assured 
Moses* however, that He would 
teach him what to say, but still 
Moses doubted his ability. There- 
fore the Lord gave Moses the wis- 
dom and confldence^he needed in, 
terms he could understand, that is, 
He sent Aaron with him to be his- 
spokesman. Moses had not yet 
grown sufficiently in understand- 
ing .to realize the true man’s one- 
ness with divine Mind wherein is 
infinite knowing and expression. 

The Medicine of Mind * 

Because Mind is all-knowing, the 
light of divine Mind reveals to us 
whatever we need to know for the 
solution of any problem, financial, 
moral, or physical. The mention 
of physical problems brings to 
thought an incident which I ob- 
served. I overheard two girls of 
high school age talking in front 
of a Christian Science church. 
Upon reading the inscription on the 
cornerstone, one turned to her 
friend and asked, “What church is 
that?” Her friend replied, “Oh, 
don’t you know, they’re the people 
who don’t believe in taking medi- 
cine!" What the girl should have 
said is that Christian Scientists do 
not believe in taking material 
medicine, for Science and Health 
states plainly (p. 142) that “God 
being All-in-all, He made medi- 
cine; but that piedicine was Mind.” 
And the textbook adds: “Truth is 
God’s remedy for error of every 
kind, and Truth destroys only what 
is untrue. Hence the fact that, to- 
day, as yesterday, Christ caste out 
evils and heals the sick.” 

Prayer and Healing 

Walking in the light of Mind 
means walking in the path of en- 
lightened consciousness, and like 
the logic of Truth, enlightened 
consciousness, or understanding 
prayer, makes the way for healing. 

A case in point is that of a 
student of Christian Science who, 
upon spending several hours at a 
seaside resort, discovered he had 
acquired what was said to be a 
severe case of sunburn. The con- 
dition was also characterized by a 
general over-all illness. The young 
man knew that his remedy lay in 
spiritualized consciousness. He 
therefore sought a Christian Sci- 
ence Reading Room, where he pon- 
dered < the truths he had known 
from childhood. He gained much 
inspiration from the study of the 
Bible and our Leader’s writings, 
and he found his attention particu- 
larly arrested by a statement Mrs. 
Eddy makes in her Message to The 
Mother Church for 1902. After de- 
claring that “ ; t is wise ... to square 
accounts with each passing hour," 
Mrs. Eddy adds, “Then thy gain 
outlives the sun, for the sun shines 
but to show man the beauty of 
holiness and the wealth of love” 
(p. 17). He pondered that state- 
ment until he saw clearly that if it 
is true in the light of Christian Sci- 
ence that “the sun shines but to 
show man the beauty of holiness 
and the wealth of love,” then the 
fact is that the sun has a con- 
structive office and not a destruc- 
tive one. With the acceptance into 
consciousness of this illumination 
.of the truth about creation and 
man, the student experienced an 
instantaneous healing and left the 
Reading Room completely free in 
every respect. 

From the foregoing you can 
clearly see that prayer in Chris- 
tian Science, or Christian Science 
treatment, is not some “hocus- 
pocus,” soipe conjuring up of magic 
words to fit this situation or that, 
or a playing upon words. In fact, 
Mrs. Eddy has said, "Christian Sci- 
ence is at length learned to be no 
miserable piece of ideal legerde- 
main, by which we poor mortals 
expept to live and die, but deep- 
drawn breath fresh from God, by 
whom and in whom man lives, 
moves, and has deathless being” 
(The First Church of Christ, Scien- 
tist, and Miscellany, p. 195). 

To pray with the spirit is of flrst 
Importance, but one must also pray 
with the understanding. Ha must 


bring to each case his understand- 
ing of the truth about God and 
man. That is the reason fox study- 
ing the Scriptures in the light of 
Christian Science, for in this study 
we learn that God never created 
sin, disease, or death, for He could 
not possibly create anything un- 
like Himself. Therefore that which 
is unlike God, divine Truth, must 
be untrue and unreal. 

Conclusion 

Early in this lecture we said 
that throughout all time mankind 
has longed for the peace and se- 
curity which an understanding of 
God alone can bring. Those of us 
who have found through Christian 
Science that the Word of God is 
indeed a lamp unto our feet and a 
light unto our path are mindful 
that the Christ, Truth, is ever pres- 
ent to guide and to heal. This spir- 
itual illumination Is “the restorer 
of paths to dwell in” (Isa. 98:12), 
the peace be r till to all the doubts 
and fears that would obscure our 
perception of the radiance of Soul 
and the wisdom of Mind. This 
spiritual understanding makes pos- 
sible a ready response to Isaiah's 
cry (Isa. 2:5), “O house of Jacob, 
come ye, ' and let us walk in the 
light of the Lord.” Yes, my friends, 

“Walk in the light, and thou shalt 
see 

Thy path, though thorny, 
bright; 

For God by grace shall dwell with 
thee, 

And God Himself is Light.” 

(Christian Science Hymnal, 
No. 367.)

These high egg prices, said the 
committee, can be attributed to 
a large demand for broiler eggs 
low supply of storage eggs, in 
adequate supplies of meats ai 
high prices, and general high le 
vel of prosperity throughout the 
country. 

However, the committee was 
not over-optimistic. They re- 
vealed there is some indication of 
a lower level of prosperity by 
next fall, accompanied by an In- 
creased egg production. Evidence 
of this, It was pointed out, is the 
heavy ’latch expected next spring 
and a large increase in lower 
priced meats.

This is the story of two white 
furry kittens that took a trip by 
air from Newton to Cairo, Egypt, 
and later came safely back again.

Of course, Jeffrey’s Christmas 
was celebrated in December, 
just as if he was in Newton, for 
all the American and English 
speaking people followed their 
national custom. The native Mos- 
lem people had already celebrat- 
ed their Christmas in August, at 
which time they fasted for 30 
days from 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until 10 o’clock in the eve- 
ning, which in Egypt is from 
sunrise to sunset. Then atfer 10 
o’clock each evening, they spend 
the rest of the night feasting, 
and at the end of the 30 days 
came their Christmas. 

Now to return to Jeffrey’s : 
Christmas. His tree was a sort of 
native garden hemlock bush 
growing in a pot. It was decorat- 
ed with strings of popcorn and 
bits of cotton batting. There were 
no trees decorated with electric | 
j lights ecause the bulbs cost $4 
a piece. Jeffrey received many 
presents, though his tricycle and 
other toys were all made in Eng- 
land. But he did have the new 
kitty from Newton and his 
mamma said it certainly made 
them think of "home.” As poin- 
settia bushes grew in their yard, 
the house was decorated with 
aout 100 cut blooms. 

When Jeffffrey started home on 
the plane in July, 1947, his mam- 


ma attended to bringing back 
the old kitten, but, of course, 
Jeffrey carried the new one with 
him. The kitten went with him 
over the Mediterranean Sea to 
Rome and flew over the Alps to 
Geneva; it saw Paris and kitty 
even went up with him in the 
Eiffel Tower. It saw Shannan, 
Ireland, and he hugged it tight 
on the big hop across the Atlan- 
tic Ocean to New Foundland. 
When Jeffrey arrived at the East 
Boston airport, and came tnC of 
the big plane, he wore a red 
Egyptian fez on his head, and 
under his arm he held tightly the 
Christmas kitty that had come 
from Charlene’s Toyland in New- 
ton, and had been to Cairo and 
returned safely home. ' He still 
has the two kittens, but the white 
furry kitty is the one that still 
goes to bed with him every night.

• How You Can Probably Live Longer 

figures recently released show that, 1,445,370 Americans 
died in 1947. with 460,580 passing on because of heart dis- 
eases' and 189,811 dying because of cancer. 

We call attention to these figures because, obviously, if 
the individuals now living take proper precautions to prevent 
their death from heart diseases or cancer, they will have a 
much better chance to reach old age. 

While no cures have been developed for either of these 
human killers, everybody knows that one suffering from 
heart diseases should take precautions against over-exercise, 
over-eating and other excesses. In some forms of heart 
trouble, proper diet and rigorous self-control will enable the 
victim to get along for many years. 

In connection with cancer, for which there is no known 
cure, individuals could greatly reduce the death toll if they 
exercise prudence and insist upon regular physical examina- 
tions. Doctors tell us that early detection of cancer often 
enables them to save lives but if the cancer is not discovered 
until it is in its serious stages, the prospect for life is scant. 

By comparison with these modern killers of men and 
women, the death toll from highway accidents, which is en- 
tirely too large, seems small. In 1947, 32,697 lives were lost 
in automobile accidents. Interesting also is the total figure 
for homicides, which, in 1947, acounted for only 8,555 deaths.

U. S. Should Pay Its Leaders 

Pointing out that the Federal Government "is the largest 
single enterprise in the world,” Budget Director James E. 

Webb recently told a Senate sub-committee that the Govern- 
ment can only secure the “best brains and ability” by pay- 
ing better salaries in the future. 

Mr. Webb called attention to the fact that many com- 
petent men had been compelled to resign their governmental 
positions because the compensation was not comparable to 
that obtained in private employment. He was speaking in 
favor of a bill sponsored by several congressmen to increase 
top level salaries in the governmental establishment. The 
proposed measure would raise Cabinet pay from $15,000 to 
$20,000 a year and make increases for executives just under 
Cabinet rank which would, in some cases, almost double the 
present compensation. 

We are thoroughly in favor of the increase in the salaries 
of top officials because it should be obvious that the Govern- Mass.— a girl 
ment of the United States should not require heavy financial 
sacrifice from those who give it top direction. Many able and 
conscientious administrators have been forced to resign their 
Federal positions because of lucrative offers of private em- 
ployment, which, in consideration of their family and future 
security, they could not reject.

Leave Monday For 
African Tons Duly 

Two officials of the American 
Board of Foreign Missions, Bos- 
ton, Dr. John A. Reullng of West 
Newton, and Dr. David McKeith, 
Jr. of Waban, are flying by Pan- 
American Airways, Monday 
afternoon, from New York 
bound for Leopoldville, Belgian 
Congo, Africa, on an administra- 
tive tour of the work of the 
American Board in Africa and 
the Near East. 

'Africa today is seething with 
discontent,” says Dr. Reullng, 
who is American Board Secre- 
tary for Africa. "If the present 
problems In Africa are not 
settled in a Christian way, blood 
will be shed and will cover the 
whole world as did the blood of 
Asia and Europe. It Is quite 
evident that a most important 
element in keeping the African 
people on an even keel is the 
fact that a great proportion of 
their leaders are Christian men 
and women.” 

Dr. McKeith, who is the Ex- 
ecutive Vice-President-Elect of 
the American Board, left a 
successful 16-year pastorate of 
the Asylum Hill Congregational 
Church, Hartford, Conn., for this 
post, on November 1. The Am- 
erican Board is the oldest for- 
eign missionary society in Am- 
erica and was founded in 1810. 
This will be his first official 
glimpse of his new world parish. 

Dr. Reuling, who is a layman, 
was for 12 years a Christian ed- 
ucator among the Bantus of 
South Africa under the Ameri- 
can Board and just prior to 
being called to the job of Ameri- 
can Board Africa Secretary he 
served three years during World 
War II as the President of 
Northland College In Ashland, 
Wisconsin. This will be his 
second administrative visit to 
Africa since 1946. 

Dr. McKeith and Dr. Reuling 
will visit the schools, hospitals 
and self - supporting African 
churches of the American Board 
in Angola, Southern Rhodesia 
and the Union of South Africa,

SYNOPSIS OF THE LAW 
Landlord and Tenant: Repairs-Fire

THERE IS A common saying that the landlord is bound to 
keep in repair the outside of a leased building and the tenant 
to repair the inside. This is not the law, but responsibility for 
repairs should be carefully settled in the lease, and in the ab- 
sence of a special agreement the landlord is not bound to make 
any repairs whatever except to common passageways or other 
portions of the premises still in control of the landlord. 

All well-drawn leases contain 


a clause relieving the tenant 
from payment of rent in case 
of destruction of the premises 
by fire or other casualty, as it 
is the law that such destruction
